Live Minnows 
Will Be Allowed 
East of U.8. 395 


Several important changes and re- 
visions have been made in fishing regula- 
tions for Inyo-Mono during 1955. Final 
action was taken at the meeting of the 
California Fish and Game Commission in 
San Francisco February 25 and their de- 
cisions are incorporated in the Digest of 
1955 Angling Regulations now available 
where fishing licenses are sold and at many 
resorts and stores. 


* * * 


Probably of most interest to those who 
fish Inyo-Mono lakes and streams is the 
new ruling which allows the use of live 
chub minnows as bait in all waters east of 
U. S. Highway 395 in Inyo and Mono 
counties. Anglers, generally, will be hap- 
py with this decision. 


It modifies the ruling put into effect 
in 1954 in which the use of all live min- 
nows (or parts thereof) was barred in all 
the Inyo-Mono waters. The restriction is 
still in effect west of U. S. 395, but will 
enable bait fishermen to use the chubs in 
such important waters as Owens River, 
Crowley Lake, Bridgeport Reservoir, West 


Walker River, East Walker River, and 
Topaz Lake . . . in addition to some smaller 
lakes and streams. 


Most fishermen think that larger fish 
will be caught again this season as a re- 
sult. They point out that the biggest trout 
taken on Crowley Lake last year was 11 
Ibs., 5 oz. where usually, with the use of 
the live chubs, the largest trophies have 
run well over 15 lbs. and sometimes near- 
ly 20 Ibs. 


But time alone will tell. A clearer pic- 
ture will be available when the season 
closes October 31. But, in the meantime, 
many of the bait fishermen will be happy 
this summer. 

* * * 

Another important change in the state 
fish and game code is the ruling against the 
practice of “chumming,” which has been 
so prevalent in Inyo-Mono lakes and 


streams. The action was quite controversial 


this year, but the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion—and most enforcement officers—feel 
that it will generally improve fishing con- 
ditions in the long run. 


* * * 


Still another revision in the fishing re- 
gulation that will attract more than a pass- 
ing interest is the early opening of Topaz 
Lake at the northern edge of Mono Coun- 
ty (partly in Nevada). Angling will be 


Summary of Principal Changes 
In 1955 Fishing Regulations

. Trout season will open April 30, 1955, and will extend through October 31, 1955 


—except for specific late openings and special closures. 


2. Topaz Lake in Mono County (and in Nevada) will open April 2, 1955, with the 
season extending through October 31, 1955. 


3. South Lake in Inyo County will open April 30, 1955, with the rest of the lakes and 
streams. Previously South Lake had opened about a month after the regular trout 


season. 


4, The North and South Forks of Cottonwood Creek in Southern Inyo County will 
open April 30, 1955, with the rest of the Inyo-Mono waters. Cottonwood Lakes 


will continue to open July 1. 


5. The restriction against fishing within one-half mile of Crowley Lake in Mono 
County has been removed on the following streams: Crooked Creek, Whiskey 
Creek, Hilton Creek, McGee Creek, Convict Creek, and Owens River. (Note special 
early and late closures on the part of the streams east of U.-S. Highway 395 in 
the Official Digest of Angling Regulations). Legal fishing, of course, continues to 


close on Crowley Lake July 31. 


6. The practice of “chumming” has been outlawed in all of Inyo-Mono as well as 
in practically all other waters throughout the state. 3 


7. Fishing with live chub minnows, native to the water involved, will be allowed in 
all lakes and streams of Inyo and Mono counties east of U. S. Highway 395. Re- 
strictions against the live minnows will remain in force on the west side of this 


highway in the two-county area.

Inyo-Mono Hunting 
Seasons Announced 


So that you will be able to start 
planning your Inyo-Mono hunting trip 
early, here are the various seasons as 
announced February 25, 1955, by the 
California Fish and Game Commission.

legal on Topaz starting Saturday, April 2, 
and will continue through to October 31. 


The early opening was brought about 
by the cooperation of the California De- 
partment of Fish and Game with the simi- 
lar group in Nevada. Both states stock the 
lake (California plants Rainbow catchable- 
size trout and Nevada plants Cutthroat 
fingerlings) and both states have agreed 
that a valid license from either state is

good for all boat fishermen. Those who 
fish from the shore must have a valid lic- 
ense from the state in which they are stand- 
ing. 

Nevada sportsmen appear quite anx- 
ious to keep Topaz Lake open all year and 
it is altogether likely that California will 
agree to this sometime in the future.

There are several other changes in the 
California Fish and Game Code which af- 
fect the Inyo-Mono area and they are brief- 
ly mentioned in the summary above. 
Sportsmen are urged to refer to the Official 
Digest of 1955 Angling Regulations, pub- 
lished and distributed by the Department 
of Fish and Game, for details. 
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The big Ones... 





How would you like to hook into one 
of the really big fellows—the huge Brown 
and Rainbow Trout which are caught re- 
gularly in Inyo-Mono’s lakes and larger 
streams? Experienced anglers will tell 
you it is one of the greatest thrills of their 
lives when they hook one of these fine fin- 
ny fellows, play him until he weakens, and 
finally land or boat him. 


Every year lots of good-sized trout are 
taken in the Eastern High Sierra and 1954 
was no exception. Several fish in the 10- 
14 Ib. class were taken; but, for some 
reason or other, none larger than 14 Ibs. 
was reported. Some anglers feel that it 
was because the use of live bait in Inyo- 
Mono waters was ruled out last year; 
others point out that fishermen reported 
much larger fish hooked, but they simply 
were not able to land them. Still others 
say: “It was just one of those years.” 


At any rate, one could hardly complain 
that those 11, 12, 13, and 14 Ib. trout 
were not big enough. Most any dyed-in-

Probably the largest fish taken in Inyo- 
Mono during the 1954 season was a 14 
lb. male Brown Trout which Thomas K. 
Stalhut of Los Angeles caught on June 
Lake June 25. He was using a Davis spin- 
ner and an M-2 Flatfish when he hooked 
into this 3114-inch beauty, the largest 
trout taken on June Lake in many years. 


Stalhut is one fisherman who believes 
what he reads. Last spring he read an 
article in one of the sports magazines 
which said: “If you want to catch big fish, 
use big lures!” And that’s exactly what 
he did. And, the results in this case, any- 
way, were excellent. 


Next largest trophy fish reported caught 
in Inyo-Mono waters during 1954 was the 
13 lb. 2 oz. female Brown Trout taken 
by Gerald Wiles of Tulare in the Upper 
Owens River, above Benton Crossing. 
Wiles used worms and a spoon, along 
with 4 Ib. test leader in his hour-long fight 
to land the Brownie. During the struggle, 
which ranged more than a mile up and 
down the stream, the line broke twice. But

both times Wiles jumped in and was able 
to retrieve the end. 


Probably the third largest trout caught 
in the area last year was a 13 lb. Brownie 
taken on Lundy Lake May 21. Don Brown 
of Inglewood, California, was the angler 
who successfully boated this beauty, using 
a Super-Duper lure. (A picture of Brown 
and his fish will be found on page 143 of 
this book.) 


Crowley Lake, Eastern Sierra “home of 
the tackle busters,” again produced some 
of the finest fish. The annual race for the 
lake championship was an extremely close 
contest in 1954 with Mrs. Marie Hillman 
of San Miguel finally nosing out Lyman 
Kunze of Van Nuys. 


Mrs. Hillman boated her 11 Ib. 5 oz. 
female Brown Trout while still-fishing 
with salmon egg clusters in Crowley's Mc- 





Gee Bay May 26. Kunze caught his 11 Ib. 
4 oz. Brownie on May 3, only two days 
after the opening day as he was trolling in 
the South Landing channel with a green 
wobbling lure. 


Another large fish, an 11 Ib. Cutthroat, 
was caught by George Gunderson of San 
Anselmo on Topaz Lake, another Inyo- 
Mono water that often produces many 
really large Browns, Rainbows, and Cut- 
throats. He took his prize trout on open- 
ing day, May 1. | 


Owens River, in lower Birchim Canyon, 
was a “hot spot” nearly all of the 1954 
season and many good-sized trout, ranging 
from 5 to 7 lbs. were caught. Largest re- 
ported taken there, however, was the 11 
lb., 2614-inch female Brown Trout caught 
by Clark S. “Bill” Yarnell of Bishop late 
in June.

How well I remember that morning, 
just 32 years ago, when the boss called me 
in and said: “The Inyo-Mono region of 
the High Sierra is going to be a popular 
place someday—probably the greatest out- 
ing region in California, if not the entire 
United States. I want you to go up there— 
explore it, fish it, hunt it. Yes, I want you 
to know more about the Eastern High 
Sierra than any other person alive.” 


That was quite an order. I sort of smil- 
ed to myself as I began to contemplate my 
future job. Hadn’t I been to Mono Lake, 
Long Valley, Tioga Pass, Bishop Creek, 
Rock Creek, and many other places in the 
mountains? 


This job should be easy . . . and mighty 
pleasant, too. I’d certainly get a chance 
to catch a few of those fine trout—and

bag a deer or two—in the course of my 
explorations. Yes, it sounded real good to 
me, then. 


And, it still does now. 


As we stood there talking, the boss and 
I, we gazed out upon the rugged East Wall 
of the High Sierras—almost untouched 
and little publicized—furrowed by in- 
teresting looking canyons down which 
tumbled inviting trout streams. And, even 
if you didn’t like to fish or hunt, the 
scenery was certainly awe-inspiring. 


Shortly after World War I, the tungsten mining industry, which had boom- 
ed in Inyo-Mono during the conflict, practically closed down. Bishop, and its 
surrounding area, was faced with the necessity of finding jobs for those who 
were out of work. Fortunately, the town had a Chamber of Commerce composed 
of live-wire, forward-looking businessmen who began to make plans to make 
the entire Eastern High Sierra a tourist and vacation center. 


This was obviously the answer to the problem. Here was a vast virgin 
country, teeming, with fish and game. In southern California there were millions 
of people who didn’t have either. Why not get them to come up to Inyo-Mono— 
to fish, hunt, enjoy the country and, incidentally, spend some money. 


A committee from the C of C contacted the Automobile Club of Southern

California with their plans. The latter agreed to take over and operate an office 
in Bishop if the Chamber of Commerce would set it up and maintain it for a short 
time. In 1921 the Auto Club sent a man to Bishop to handle tourist information 
and, in 1923, it was made a full branch office. Bishop, therefore, is probably 
the smallest town in the country to have a major automobile club office. At this 
time W. A. “Bob” Crosby, who had been working for the State Highway Depart- 
ment, was hired as the full-time manager. He has held the same job ever since— 
and has watched his office grow at the same time he has watched the Inyo-Mono 
area blossom into one of the major resort areas of the country. The accompany- 
ing article, written by Mr. Crosby, tells some of his experiences.

Yes, I could readily agree with the boss. 
I certainly could visualize a playground in 
that vast wilderness area—a natural out- 
let for the teeming millions of people in 
less fortunate areas of California, and 
other states as well. 


The year was 1923. 


The High Sierras of those days were a 
lot different than now. The road from Mo- 
jave to Bishop was two winding tracks in 
the sand and if you made the trip in eight 
to ten hours, you were doing well. There 
were only four resorts in the entire Inyo- 
Mono area at that time—Andrews Camp 
on the South Fork of Bishop Creek; Ray- 
mers Camp at Convict Lake; Carson’s 
Camp on Silver Lake, and the Mammoth 
Hotel. Others built between 1920 and 
1924 included: Glacier Lodge, Camp Sab- 
rina, Tamarack Lodge, and Boulder Lodge. 


Now, in 1955, 32 years later, I must 
admit that I haven’t been able to visit all 
of the lakes in Inyo-Mono. Some say there 
are a thousand of them; some say there 
are as many as 2,300. All I can say for 
sure is that I have visited 550 of them— 
and enjoyed every minute of the 32 years 
I have spent doing it. I'll probably find 
time to fish a few more before I hang up 
my pole and gear, but I certainly won’t be 
able to make them all. 


I doubt if anyone can. But that’s no sign 
you can't have a lot of fun trying—like 
I am.

But, I guess I’m getting ahead of my 
story. As soon as I got settled in Bishop I 
started planning some trips into the High 
Sierras. And, just incidentally of course, I 
would take along my rod and reel. After 
all, wasn’t I supposed to find out all about 
those lakes and streams so I could report 
to headquarters about trout fishing condi- 
tions here? Well, naturally.

One of my first trips was by pack train 
with three friends from a point nine miles 
west of Crestview to Garnet Lake, passing 
Peak, Clark, and Thousand Island Lakes 
on the way. After two days of good fish- 
ing, we got ready to leave, but found that 
all but two of our horses were missing. 
Quite a situation, I'll tell you. 


Well, anyhow, we decided that two of 
the boys would take the remaining horses 
and equipment and retrace our steps, hop- 
ing to find the missing animals. The other 
two of us were to hike down the San Joa- 
quin River to the road at Pumice Flat. We 
were supposed to wait there until the 
others drove down and picked us up. 


We arrived at Pumice Flat, all right, 
but after sitting around a fire until 11 p.m. 
we decided that something was wrong. We 
were plenty tired, that’s for sure, but we 


started hiking toward Reds Meadow any- 
way. 


We finally got to the sawmill, which 
was our pre-arranged meeting place, about 
1 am. and found one of our party. The 
other fellow had gone to Agnew Meadows 
to pick us up. There was nothing to do 
but go after him—which I did—and I 
finally found him aimlessly wandering 
about with a flash light. We got back to 
the sawmill about 3 a.m. and started for 
Bishop, arriving home in just about time 
to go to work. 


And, believe me, it was a long day. 


* * * 


On another trip to Shadow Lake there 
were seven of us in the party as we rode 
away from Minaret Summit. Soon it began 
to rain and it really turned into quite a 
downpour before we arrived at the lake— 
a bedraggled, soggy looking outfit if you 
ever saw one. We put up our one tent and 
with scraps of canvas we managed to patch 
together a sort of lean-to under which we 
built a roaring fire. By bed time we were 
fairly. well dried out and all seven of us 
crawled into a 7 by 9 palmetto tent. How 
we managed to sleep, I don’t know. 


But the trip was worth it, after all. Mor- 
ning came bright and clear and with the

warm sun shining on us we caught all the 
trout we wanted in both Shadow Lake and 
Shadow Creek. 


* * * 


Along about 1934 I conceived the idea 
of hiking from the Rock Creek Basin over 
the summit to Mono Creek—and thence 
over another summit to McGee Creek 
Basin. I talked John Byrne, the local bank 
manager (a venturesome soul himself), 
into going on the trip and at three o'clock 
one September morning we shouldered 


our sleeping bags and left our car just 
above Rock Creek Lake. 


We reached the crest, all right, and 
tried to follow the rock wall around as 
best we could. For hours we worked our 
way around the pinnacles until we finally 
came to a spot where we could go no far- 
ther. 


The only way out was down. 


Mono Creek sparkled below us and we 
were becoming quite thirsty .. . for water, 
that is. But first we had to figure out some 
way of getting down there, in one piece, 
if possible. So, we lowered our sleeping 
bags and creels to a flat spot in a large 
chute about 60 feet below. 


But tragedy stalked us. As we lowered 
our gear, one of the creels got away and 
went bouncing down the chute, scattering 
its contents in every direction. To our hor- 
ror and dismay, the first thing which flew 
Out was our one and only bottle of Old 
McBreyer bourbon, which naturally broke 
—depositing its precious liquid far and 
wide over the jagged rocks. 


After trying for an hour or more to find 
a way down the precipitous slope, we final- 
ly decided to let ourselves down a narrow 
chute by using the pressure of our knees 
and elbows on the sides to keep us from 
slipping. We finally made it and joyfully 
slaked our thirst in Mono Creek which, 
while no match for Old McBreyer, still 
tasted pretty good. Needless to say, we 
postponed the McGee Creek project for 
the time-being. 

* * * 


Taboose Pass is one of the roughest in 
the entire High Sierra and I well remem- 
ber my trip over it in 1936. A group of us 
packed in from the 8-Mile Ranch to open 
the deer season near Bench Lake. We set 
up our camp, enjoyed some excellent fish- 
ing, and on the day the season opened 
one of our party got a nice big buck. But 
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The plight of the sad looking trout in the above cartoon may 
be a bit exaggerated, but we feel that Karl Hubenthal, ace sports 
cartoonist for the Los Angeles Examiner, has depicted his situa- 
tion quite well... for opening day, that is. 

Poor Mr. Trout! After a long winter, with no anglers around, 
he is now confronted with hooks, lines and baits of all kinds— 
plenty of opportunity for a choice morsel of food, no matter how 
dangerous. It must be quite a problem, figuring out your morning 
menu.

If you want to see an honest-to-goodness “ghost town,” weather- 
beaten and abandoned, just the way the miners left it when they 
walked off more than a half century ago, you'll want to visit Bodie 
on your trip to Inyo-Mono this year. 


Most of the famous ghost towns of the West have been com- 
mercialized and they’re cluttered up with curio shops, snapshot 
photographers, modern advertising signs, and paved roads. But not 
Bodie—an authentic memento of the rip-roaring mining days— 
when life was cheap, food and liquor high, and the people lived 
with but one thought in mind: to get rich quick. 


Only a caretaker now stays in Bodie year-around to keep his 
eye on this historic old town. In the summer a few more hardy souls 
may be found in the area—some of them even mining the gold, 
some traces of which still remain in the area. But, if you make the 
trip, you'll find it just about as it was when the fabulous gold lodes 
played out and the miners drifted away to more propitious looking 
Se eee aE ET PEN eae claims. You'll find their shafts still open on the hillsides and their 

i a shacks fronting on unpaved streets. Flattened tin cans, nailed to 
the siding as protection, are rusting through and peeling wallpaper | 
flutters in the wind. 





Truly, Bodie is as silent as its own graveyard—well-filled with 
the mortal remains of many old-timers who “died with their boots

north of Mono Lake, a distance of about 18 miles from U. S. 395.) 


You may be surprised to note that the old jail (which you can 
identify by its iron bars) was built of wood while the buildings 
: mh. ¥" BO which seemed more important (like the liquor warehouse) were 
Jolly Miners Enjoying Bachelor Life built of brick. And, if you want to delve a little deeper into early 
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Bodie history, you can knock loudly on the 
aging door of the Bodie Miners’ Union 
building and examine the exhibits inside. 


Much of what the miners left behind 
is displayed in the museum: iron snow 
shoes for horses, early day mining equip- 
ment, tobacco plug cutters, original “soda 
bottles” with glass stoppers, folding keys 
to fit in thick doors, 36-star flags which 
were in vogue at this early date, lanterns, 
scales, silver-studded hearses (which were 
used quite frequently in Bodie’s violerit 
history), and beautiful saddles.

EDITOR’S NOTE—Volumes of copy 
could be written about the colorful early 
history of Bodie, one of the really fabulous 
mining towns of the West, but of course 
we don’t have the space to print it in this 
issue of the Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide. 
However, a brief account here should 
prove quite interesting to many... and 
will whet the appetite for some of the 
more historically-minded to delve into 
Bodie’s almost-unbelievable past. Several 
books and many articles have been written 
on this subject. 


By rights, as the saying goes, “Bodie” 
should be called “Body” because the gold 
in the area was first discovered by Water- 
man S. Body, a “Mohawk Dutchman” from 
Poughkeepsie, New York, in 1859. But, 
as so often is the case, the man who paint- 
ed the first sign on a livery stable in that 
community, misspelled the name—and 
that spelling still stands to this day. 


As it turned out, neither Body, nor his 
partner “Blackie” Taylor, were ever to 
realize financial gain—or live to see their 
discovery blossom into one of the great 
boom towns of the West. Body died five 
months after he staked his claims when 
he became lost in a snowstorm on the way 
to his diggings from Monoville. His part- 
ner tried to locate him when he failed to 
return, but the winter blizzard had taken 
its toll—and Body’s body was not found 
until the snow melted in the Spring. Tay- 
lor was later killed near Benton at the 
outbreak of the Owens Valley Indian War. 


In 1861 a mining district was organiz- 
ed and in 1863 the first of the big com- 
panies, the Bodie Bluff Consolidated Min- 
ing Company, was organized with .the 
famous Leland Stanford as president. From 
about 1860 to 1877 there were only about 
20 voters listed in the mining camps and 
some of the voters records still on display, 
at the ghost town list them and carefully 
describe each with visible marks or scars. 
You'll find them listed as so-and-so with 
three fingers off the right hand, the lower 
part of the right ear bitten off, one scar 
on lip from horse kick, and bullet scar on 
the forehead, etc. 


The real stampede to Bodie began in 
1878 when very rich veins of gold ‘were 
reported, leading to a population of be- 
tween 12,000 and 15,000 people with its

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Gold and Silver Mills Near Aurora, 91 Years Ago 


How Bodie appeared to a traveling writer and artist for Harper’s Magazine, 
J. Ross Browne, in 1864 is graphically shown in reprints of drawings which he 
made and had published in that well-known periodical a year later. Copies 
of these unique etchings appear here through the courtesy of James Clem of 
Reno, who has complete bound files of the Harper’s Magazine since it was 
founded, and the Nevada State Journal, who made the photo copies. 


Roving reporter Browne visited Bodie Bluff about 13 years before it became 
a real gold boom town and the home of many of the West’s most notorious bad 
men. But even then, Browne had the foresight to see that there were great pos- 
sibilities in the Bodie area and his magazine gave this tiny, struggling Mono 
County community (it was then thought to be in Nevada) a big write-up in their 
enterprising publication. 


The writer-artist was particularly impressed with the almost unlimited amount 
of dust (just plain dust, that is), the jolly attitude of the miners who lived as 
bachelors and seemed to be quite happy that way, and the poor quality of the 
“snake-bite medicine,” which, he said, was “more poisonous than the virus of 
snakes.”

accompanying business which included 
stores, mills, saloons, gambling halls, liv- 
ery stables, etc. At one time Bodie even 
boasted a daily newspaper, a file of which 
is still in existence. 


A few of the wildest, maddest years the 
West has ever known followed. Life was 
extremely rough in those days and Bodie 
was generally referred to as “the shooters’ 
town.” The archives show that life was 
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Interior of Early Bodie Mine 


cheap—that many a man (and some wo- 
men, too) met an untimely end from 
“lead poisoning” in their mad rush to ob- 
tain sudden riches. The expression, “A 
bad man from Bodie,” still finds its place 
in American folklore. And so does the 
saying, “Goodby God, were going to 
Bodie.” 


Mining stocks zoomed to fabulous 
figures as the people rushed in from all 
parts of the country to make their fortune. 
One stock in particular rose from 50 cents 
to $54 in a matter of days. 


But life was difficult in Bodie. The 
Winter of 1878-79 was very severe and 
hundreds lost their lives from exposure 
and disease and nearly as many lost their 
lives by violence. As one historian puts 
it: “There was little housing and none of 
it was good. The snow was deep and there 
was nothing for the mén and women to 
do but hang around the saloons, gamble, 
fight, get drunk, and lie out in the snow to 
die.” 

Food was. scarce and big prices were 
paid for fresh vegetables. J. L. C. Sherwin, 
after which the grade out of Owens Valley 
north of Bishop was named, strapped 80 
lbs. of potatoes on his back, hiked into 
the beleaguered town and was paid $1 per 
pound for his fresh load. 


But most of those who managed to sur- 
vive the rigors of the Winter enjoyed a 
good Spring and Summer and many real- 
ly “struck it rich” during the years of 





1879-1880 which were the biggest in 
Bodie’s brief history. 


After that, the once-rich veins began 
to play out, and the people began to drift 
away. By 1890, only 10 years later, the 
population was down to 2,000 and by the 
turn of the century only 1,500 stubborn 
citizens remained. The extremely severe 
Winter of 1904-05 convinced most of 
those left that it was a poor idea to remain 
at Bodie. The snow and cold were so bad 
that there was no mail for 23 days and no 
team-and-wagon bringing supplies and 
fresh food for 71 days. The snow remain- 
ed on the ground until after July 4th. 


And that was just about the end of the 
once-fabulous boom town. Some remain- 
ed, it is true, but mining was reduced to 
almost nothing. People moved out of the 
bleak area to other more comfortable and 
profitable locations. 


So, that, in brief, is the story of Bodie 
—an area- which once boasted 15,000 
people and whose mines produced an esti- 
mated $80,000,000 in gold bullion— 
which now stands as a ghost town, mute 
evidence of the olden days, where easy 
money and easy virtue played such an 
exciting role. 


When you visit Inyo-Mono this year, 
drive over and see it!

Air strips, of which there are a dozen, 
are playing an increasingly important role, 
in the Inyo-Mono area. A large number of 
sportsmen are finding it convenient and 
time-saving to “take to the air” on their 
trips to the Eastern High Sierra. And, a 
large number of fishermen and hunters are 
using local flyers to take them in to some 
of the better back-country spots. There’s 
no question about it: it saves time and 
effort. 


Aviation is quite important to the Inyo- 
Mono area, as was plainly brought out at 
the recent hearings of the Air Space Com- 
mittee in Los Angeles when the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force sought to restrict civil 
aviation to a ceiling of 4,000 feet. 


Eventually, the armed forces settled for 
a 20,000-foot limit on civil aviation—thus 
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leaving the higher altitudes for their im- 
portant testing of super-sonic aircraft and 
guided missiles operating out of Edwards 
Air Force Base, Mojave, and the Naval 
Ordnance Test Station at China Lake. 


In all probability, this 20,000-foot ceil- 
ing for civil aviation in much of the Owens 
Valley south of Bishop will not affect 
normal flying in the Inyo-Mono area as 
most small planes always stay below that 
height anyway. Pilots are urged to find out 


latest information before making trip to 
High Sierra airfields. 


For the information of those interested 
in flying their own planes into the area, 
the following brief description of 12 local 
fields is given. Pilots unfamiliar with the 
area are urged to use extreme care in cross- 
ing the mountains and landing at these 
strips. 


For those pilots flying into the area for 
the first time, landing at the low-altitude 
fields at Grant, Lone Pine, or Bishop is 
recommended. 


Three commercial flyers in the area, all 
experienced in High Sierra mountain fly- 
ing, are taking a large number of sports- 
men into the back country areas where 
landings are possible. They are: Ed Ro- 
man, who operates out of Grant; Bob 
White, who has his headquarters at Lone 
Pine; and Bob Symons, who operates from 
the Bishop Airport. In addition, other 
planes and pilots are available for special 
charter service and air ambulance trips.

cause there are always plenty of good ac- 
commodations in the resorts and motels, 
And, Fall fishermen usually are able to 
save money on the winter rates which 
often go into effect after Labor Day. 


Now, let’s consider hunting. 


Hundreds of deer hunters annually make 
the trek to Inyo-Mono to get their bucks 
because they know that these animals are 
plentiful on the eastern slopes of the High 
Sierra. Many men and women make this 
trip every year, not only because it gives 
them a chance to hunt, but also to enjoy 
the fun and fellowship of other sportsmen 
in the invigorating mountain country. 


Last year a record number of deer were 
taken in Mono County and a large kill was 
reported in Inyo. And this year the season 
will undoubtedly be lengthened to four 
full weeks, instead of the three which were 
legalized in 1954. Pack stations through- 
out the entire Eastern High Sierra do a 
rushing business during the deer hunting 
season, so it is best to make plans and re- 
servations early if you want to pack into 
the high country to set up your camp. 


Pheasant and quail hunting have been 
on the increase in Inyo-Mono during the 
past few years and 1954 was no exception. 
Every year the Rainbow Club of Inyo- 
Mono raises and releases hundreds of phea- 
sants before the season starts. And, of 
course, a large crop of birds is raised here 
every year by natural propagation. At the 
present time the Rainbow Club is studying 
the possibility of establishing a coopera- 
tive shooting program in Inyo County 
which would be similar to others operated 
by the Department of Fish and Game 
throughout the state. 


There are lots of chukars in Inyo-Mono 
and a few were taken last season. How- 
ever, in most cases, the birds proved them-

What about Fall and Winter in Inyo- 
Mono? 

Does everything “button up” in the 
Eastern High Sierra after Labor Day? Are 
the highways closed when the snow begins 
to fall in the mountains? What in the 
world is there to do in Inyo-Mono when 
the summer season is over? 


These are all good questions . . . and 
they should be answered. For most of the 
people who do not live in California’s 
mountain country probably have the wrong 
impression. 


First, let’s talk about fishing. 


True enough, Inyo-Mono’s hundreds of 
lakes and streams get their biggest play 
during the summer months, when the 


weather is warmest and the children of the 
family are out-of-school. The Labor Day 
weekend is always one of the largest in the 
season, but it usually marks the end of the 
weekly mass migration of sportsmen to 
our area. 

But actually, there is no good reason for 
this. 

Trout season in Inyo-Mono continues to 
October 31 each year and the veteran fish- 
ermen in the area will tell you that the 
best angling always comes in September 
and early October. Actually, that’s when 
the local Izaak Waltons get out and do 
their fishing and you'll find that their te- 
sults are usually good. There’s another big 
advantage of fishing Inyo-Mono waters 
during September and October, too, be-

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selves too wily for many novice shooters 
who were legally hunting them for the 
first time in several years. 


Inyo-Mono enjoyed its best dove season 
in two decades in 1954 and the scatter-gun 
artists are looking forward to more suc- 
cessful forays again the fast-flying birds 
during the 1955 season. 


Duck and goose hunting in Inyo-Mono 
was spotty during the fall and winter of 
1954. The weather was probably too mild 
in the early half of the split season, but 
shooting improved considerably the second 
half. Lots of geese were taken in the Cole- 
ville, Crowley, and Klondike (Big Pine) 
areas late in the season. And many ducks 
also found their way to the dinner tables. 


Now, how about artists and camera 
fans? 


It certainly is a fact that their number 
is increasing in the scenic Eastern High 
Sierra each year. A large local “artist 
colony” has sprung up around Bishop and 
many of these talented men and women 
now make Inyo-Mono their permanent re- 
sidence. Others come up during the sum- 
mer to paint or photograph the unmatch- 
ed splendor of the majestic Sierras. Still 
others find that the beautiful Fall coloring 
on the leaves and trees, as they begin to 
turn before falling off, makes some of the 
finest scenic pictures that canvas and film 
could possibly portray. And the High Sier- 
ra mountains adds a majestic backdrop 
unmatched anywhere in the world. 


“I could travel to any place that I wish,” 
Robert Clunie, eminent painter, explained, 
“but I prefer to live in Bishop and paint 
in the Eastern High Sierras. This moun- 
tain country has everything I want in the 
way of diversified scenery, so why should 
I go elsewhere?” 
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And that just about sums up the senti-

enough to make their year-around home in 
Inyo-Mono . . . and also the increasing 
number of those who come here for one 
season or another throughout the year. 

And now about skiing. 

Snow sport enthusiasts are invading the 
Mammoth Mountain ski area in ever-in- 
creasing numbers each year. Along about 
the first of November the snow begins to 
fall on the slopes of this mountain located 
about 40 miles north of Bishop, only a 
few miles west of U. S. Highway 395. 
When the skiers can find little or no snow 
in southern California, and other resort 
areas, they can almost always be sure that

there will be plenty at Dave McCoy's 
Mammoth Mountain slopes and that con- 
ditions will be good-to-excellent through- 
out the winter. 


Large numbers of skiers make the drive 
from the Southland to Mammoth each 
weekend during the Winter and Spring. 
And, it is a fact, they are seldom disap- 
pointed. Tows are in daily operation .. . 
and so are the warming hut and cafeteria 
McCoy has constructed on his slopes. Sev- 
eral new all-year lodges have been and 
are being constructed in the Mammoth 
area to take care of the continued upswing 
in popularity of the nearby ski slopes. 


And here’s good news! McCoy has start- 
ed construction of a new 3,500-ft. double- 
chair lift which undoubtedly will be a big 
hit with skiers and will also go a long 
way toward popularizing the Mammoth 
Slopes as one of the finest ski playgrounds 
in the West. He plans to have it in opera- 
tion for the 1955-56 snow season. 


Mammoth Mountain plays host to sev- 
eral important meets during the winter 
and spring and its slopes are producing 
some of the finest of the United States’ 
new ski stars. It would, of course, be im- 
possible to list them all. But it wouldn't be 
fair not to mention Jill Kinmont of Bish- 
op, a product of Mammoth Mountain Ski 
Club, who last year won the national jun- 
ior and senior women’s slalom titles at 
Jackson, Wyoming, and Aspen, Colorado, 
respectively. Ken Lloyd, Bobby Kinmont, 
and Dennis Osborn, as well as other Mam- 
moth Mountain stars, have also scored 
heavily in regional and national meets 
and bid fair to increase the prestige of 
Inyo-Mono in future meets throughout the 
country ... and possibly even in the forth- 
coming Olympics. 


And finally, how about the highways? 
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Well, contrary to general public opimion 
outside the area, the main roads are practi- 
cally always open, with traffic proceeding 
normally throughout the Winter as well 
as the Summer. 


True enough, there is a considerable 
amount of snow-fall in the High Sierras 
during the cold months. But, in almost 
every instance, it is immediately removed 
from the main highways and roads. U. S.

Highways 395 and 6 are always kept open 
to the Nevada border. The state highway 
from the Casa Diablo junction into the 
Mammoth ski area is cleared immediately, 
as soon as snow falls. And so are most 
other principal roads. Tioga Pass and Son- 
ora Pass, across the High Sierras from 
Central California, are closed in Novem- 
ber and remain closed usually until May. 
But there is ready access to the Inyo-Mono 
area at all times from the west by U. S. 
Highway 50 to Carson City, or U.S. High- 
way 40 to Reno... and thence southward 
on U. S. 395. Or, from Bakersfield east- 
ward across Walker or Tehachapi passes 
...and then northward on U. S. 395 and 
6. And, of course, U. S. Highway 395 
from San Bernardino and U. S. 6 from Los 
Angeles are always open and afford easy 
access to the Inyo-Mono area from the 
south. From Nevada, Inyo-Mono 1s reach- 
ed by several passes, all of which are open 
and easily traveled the year around. 


Yes, many people are missing the sports 
and scenic splendors of the Eastern High 
Sierra when they overlook the Fall and 
Winter activity in the Inyo-Mono area. 
But the number of tourists who are travel- 
ing U. S. Highways 6 and 395 the year 
around, the skiers, the hunters, fishermen, 
artists, and camera enthusiasts, and others 
who are enjoying this “winter wonder- 
land,” is increasing every year. 


Eventually, it is hoped, the area will be 
as famous for its Fall and Winter activities 
as it is for its summer trout fishing and 
camping. 
















The Interesting Story of Owens Valley's 
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There’s nothing particularly interesting about a railroad... 
ordinary ones, that 1s. 


But the tiny railroad which serves Owens Valley, from Laws 
on the north to Keeler on the south, is something special. Per- 
haps, if you are interested in Inyo-Mono, you'll also be interested 
in its railroad. 


In the first place, this “Slim Princess” (as it is affectionately 
named) is narrow-gauge—with rails only three feet apart instead 
of the standard four. There are only three narrow gauge roads 
still in use in the United States, and this is the longest. 


In the second place, this 71-mile railroad boasts a brand new 
50-ton diesel locomotive—the only one in use on the narrow 
gauges in the United States. 


That, in itself, is enough to make it something special. But 
the narrow gauge line, which has been a part of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad since 1900, certainly has had a spectacular his- 
tory—one which parallels the growth and development of much 
of the Eastern High Sierra region. 


Originally a part of the Carson & Colorado Railroad Com- 
pany, it at one time included rails to Tonopah, with connections 
to the Virginia and Truckee Railway on the north. By 1883 the 
construction south through the Owens Valley to Keeler was 
complete. 


But, from the start, things never went too well with the 
“Slim Princess.” The mining boom in Nevada and the Owens 
Valley, which showed so much promise in 1880, didn’t seem 
to materialize. And, for 20 years, the railroad struggled along 
largely on the borax and soda traffic from the Owens Lake alkali 
flats. 


In 1900 the Southern Pacific paid $2,750,000 to acquire the 
Carson & Colorado stock. This transaction seemed all that was 
needed to touch off a genuine new mining boom at Tonopah, 
Goldfield, Rhyolite, and Manhattan. The S-P found it had made 
a good investment and earned back its outlay during the first 
year of this boom. 


But, in 1930, the abandonment of the narrow gauge began to 
take place. The Mound House-to-Churchill section of 26 miles 
was the first to go in 1934. Then the branch to Candelaria was 
abandoned, followed shortly by the Tonopah Junction-Benton

section which was dropped in 1938. In 1943 the section from 
Benton to Laws was abandoned, leaving only the 71-mile stretch 
from Laws to Keeler that is still operating. 


Now, the train makes three round trips a week from Owen- 
yo (north and east of Lone Pine where it meets the S-P standard 
gauge) and to Keeler and back to Owenyo as often as is required 
to haul the freight from that point to the standard gauge cars 
waiting to be filled. Practically all of its freight is industrial min- 
erals and talc, mined near Keeler or Bishop. 


Another unique feature of the line, in addition to its new 
diesel locomotive, is that there are no semaphore signals along 
the route—and only hand-cranked telephones at various intervals 
for communications between the train and the stations. Another 
interesting feature is its lone turntable at Laws—a hand-operated 
affair which seems to handle the job very well, with the help of 
a lot of pulling and pushing by the train crew.

While there is no passenger service on the line, the road stil] 
owns a baggage-express car constructed in 1880. The passenger 
cars, when they were used, were bright yellow—a symbol of the 
friendly service that existed then and still does. In fact, the Sacra- 
mento Bee once reported that in 1890 the officials of the line 
ordered its conductors to pick up and carry any man seen carry- 
ing his blankets alongside the tracks. In those days the “Slim 
Princess” would stop anywhere to load and unload and would 
always fill up the empty barrels which prospectors in the moun- 
tains would leave by the tracks. 


There has been talk, at various times, that Southern Pacific 
would abandon this almost unique line in the Owens Valley. But 
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and New: Slim Princess and Little Giant 


the fact that in October of 1954 they purchased a new $88,000 
diesel locomotive indicates they still think the road has a future. 


The Old 


The people of Inyo-Mono think so, too, and are quite proud 
of their narrow-gauge which they always consider part of the 
country’s history—a memento of the good old rip-roaring mining 
days which were such an important part of the romantic past. 


And, while a good many of the old-timers sort of hated to 
see Old No. 9 and 18 (the tiny steam locomotives) retired after 
serving the road since 1909 and 1911 respectively, they are 
proud of the new diesel, “Little Giant,’ which is a symbol of 
the modern present and, they hope, a rosy future.

Catchable-Size Trout 


Are Planted in 82 Inyo-Mono Lakes and Streams 


A total of 311,190 pounds, totalling 1,904,309 fish of catch- 
able-size, were planted in 82 Inyo-Mono waters readily accessible 
by motor vehicles during 1954. These Rainbow Trout, ranging 
in size from 6 to 12 inches, provide thousands of summer visitors 
with good fishing and plenty of good eating. 


The Department of Fish and Game plants a large part of 
these “catchables” before the season starts; but their trucks are 
also kept busy throughout the season making plants in the waters 
as the need becomes apparent. These Rainbows are raised in, and 
planted from, the Black Rock Rearing Ponds, Fish Springs Hatch- 
ery, and Hot Creek Hatchery—all located in the Inyo-Mono area. 


The 82 lakes and streams, listed below from south to north, 
are those which are annually planted with catchable-size Rain- 
bows. In most cases, the location, length of stream or size of lake, 
amount of annual plant, elevation, and accessibility are noted. 
Whether the stream or lake is fished heavily, moderately, or light- 
ly is also indicated. Fingerling plants are listed in another section 


of this book.

You'll have the time of your life at the Fair and Rodeo this 
year.

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You won't believe it, unless you see it. And, even then, 
you'll probably be a bit skeptical. 


We are referring, of course, to the unique stand of Bristle- 
cone Pines on the wind-swept slopes of the White Mountains 
north and east of Bishop. Half-dead and half-living, these re- 
markable trees have withstood the ravages of the centuries. Many 
of them are more than 1,000 years of age. The age of at least 
one has been definitely established at 1680 years. Others may be 
slightly older. 


Experts agree that these Bristlecones are the oldest pine trees 
in the world, exceeding by several centuries the most ancient 
previously reported. 


While they can’t compare to the giant Sequoias in age 
(some of which are known to exceed 3,000 years in age), these 
Bristlecones are perhaps even more remarkable in that they have 
lived these hundreds of years in extremely adverse conditions— 
with very little rainfall, almost constant wind, and an extremely 
rocky topsoil. And yet, it appears, they are reproducing and sur- 
viving in this lonely area at an extremely high elevation, varying 
from 9,900 to 11,419 feet. 


Surrounding the old trees—some of which are dead, some 
partly dead—are young trees, fully alive and growing, which ap- 
parently have a long span of life to look forward to. 


The trees are of various sizes and shapes, but none are very 
tall. And, of course, all of these specimens cannot be included in 
the White Mountain Natural Area, which was officially created 
in November 1953 to protect them. Actually, the largest, located 
a few hundred yards west of the protected area, boasts a circum- 
ference of 37.7 feet. In 1951 this “patriarch” was officially re- 
cognized by the American Forestry Association as the champion 
of its species. 


The fact that this stand is almost pure Bristlecone Pine and 
that it can be studied readily by tree scientists was largely respon- 
sible for its establishment as a Natural Area by the U. S. Forest 
Service. During the summer of 1953 a group of notable scientists 
made the trip into the White Mountains and all reported that 
the trees should be protected by government order. 


They included: Herbert L. Mason, professor of botany and 
director of the herbarium, University of California; Woodbridge 
Metcalf, Extension Forester, University of California; Dr. N. T. 
Mirov, plant physiologist of the California Forest and Range 
Experiment Station; Robert A. Cockrell, professor of forestry, 
University of California. 


In addition, other experts have made a study of the area 
including Edmund Schulman, formerly of the Division of Geo- 
logical Sciences of the California Institute of Technology and 
now associate professor of dendrochronology at the University of

Arizona. Schulman used his preliminary study of the Bristlecone 
Pines as the basis for an article which was published in “Science” 
magazine in March 1954. He is continuing his study of the trees. 


People come and go. Governments change. Men fight wars, 
develop new inventions, create atom and hydrogen bombs. But 
these old patriarchs temain—standing their lonely vigil on the 
rocky mountain sides, watching the passing parade. 


What a story they could tell! What great events of history 
they could recall! ... the fall of the Roman Empire, the Dark 
Middle Ages, the discovery of America, the Revolutionary War, 
the western march of the White Man, and other comparatively 
recent events. 


Having “gone it alone” for many centuries, these aging 
trees are now enjoying the protection of the Forest Service and 
are regularly checked by the rangers of the Inyo National Forest 
of which they are a part. Until November 1953, some of the 
Bristlecone wood was cut and hauled away—some to be used as 
fuel, other to be used for making outdoor signs and panels where 
the unusual grain and rings make it quite unique. 


But now this stand of almost pure Bristlecone Pine, which 
lies within the Natural Area of 2,330 acres, is protected by law. 
And the trees cannot be legally cut or damaged in any way. 


That, however, is no sign they cannot be seen and enjoyed 
by the hardy type individual. The fantastic and weird shape of 
the trees in their bleak setting creates an almost unbelievable 
subject for pictures. And camera enthusiasts and artists will un- 
doubtedly make the rugged trip to this area in increasing num- 
bers when they grasp the picture possibilities, some of which are 
shown in this book. 


Visitors are free to come and go as they like, according to 
W. S. “Slim” Davis, supervisor of the Inyo National Forest, but 
the trip into the Bristlecone area is not easy. Only access is by 
the White Mountain Research Station Road, which branches off 
the Westgard Pass highway, east of Big Pine, at the Cedar Flat 
intersection. The road northward (about 20 miles from the inter- 
section to the Natural Area) is steep and rough in places and the 
use of a jeep or other four-speed transmission vehicle is strongly 
recommended.

They Make Some of Your Faworite 


Movies in The 
High Sierras 


Inyo-Mono has, for many years, been a 
favorite location for some of Hollywood’s top 
movie men who want mountain, desert, or other 
unusual settings for their pictures. The year 
1954 was no exception, with at least three big 
features filmed here. 


As it happened, all three were “shot” in the 
Lone Pine area where the unique formations of 
the Alabama Hills, against the background of 
Mt. Whitney and other High Sierra peaks, are 
a “natural” for Western thrillers. The sand 
dunes to the south and east also were utilized 
for desert scenes. 


The three pictures filmed here in 1954 
were: Columbia Studio’s “Violent Men,” starr- 
ing Glen Ford, Barbara Stanwyck, Edward G. 
Robinson, and others; 20th Century-Fox’s “Ad- 
ventures of Hajja Baba,” starring Elaine Stewart 
and John Derek; and Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s 
“Bad Day at Black Rock,” starring Spencer 
Tracy, Robert Ryan, Anne Francis, and Walter 
Brennan. 


In addition, several movies were filmed in 
the Inyo-Mono area the year before and released 
during 1954, including: “Seven Brides for Sev- 
en Brothers,” starring Howard Keel and Jane 
Powell, which was “on location” in the Mam- 
moth Lakes area for several weeks; “Fair Winds 
to Java,’ starring Fred MacMurray and Vera 
Ralston, which was “shot” largely on Mono 
Lake with the famous craters in the background: 
“Rose Marie,” starring Fernando Lamas and 
Ann Blyth, filmed in the Mammoth Lakes area: 
“Long, Long Trailer,” starring Lucile Ball and 
Desi Arnaz, which had some scenes in several 
different Inyo-Mono locations, from Mammoth 
to Lone Pine; “The Stranger Wore a Gun,” 
featuring Randolph Scott, taken in the Lone 
Pine-Alabama Hills area; and “King of the 
Khyber Rifles,” starring Tyrone Power, filmed

In rough streams, Horsemeat Harry re- 
sorts to the bronco-type bait, which stays 
on the hooks for at least three jumps. 
What the heck! If you’re having fun and 
there are no wardens around, never mind 
the expense! Just open up another can 
and stink up the stream some more. 


In the high altitudes he uses more white 
horse than dark horse. They seem to blend 
better with the missing mule or burro ad- 
vertised in all the Shoshone police bul- 
letins. In the early evening, when twilight 
is in a mellow hue, Horsemeat Harry 
might be caught using a hock of Palamino 
—hblending so neatly with the soft drapes 
that fold over the Sierras at eventide. On 
days when Nature clothes herself in bril- 
liant colors, Harry might be caught reach- 
ing for a can of quick-ready-mix Pinto. 
It’s so effective. 


But, here we have to leave Horsemeat

The Archers have been coming up to Inyo-Mono regularly 
for several years.

Thousands Annually Enjoy the Use of More Than 100 of Inyo-Mono’s 





More than 200,000 campers from all 
parts of the United States used the public 
camp grounds in the Inyo National Forest 
during 1954, according to W. S. “Slim” 
Davis, forest supervisor. This is, of course, 
in addition to the large number of people 
who enjoyed the facilities of the Toiyabe 
National Forest. Practically all of the Inyo 
National Forest and the southern part of 
Toiyabe are located in the Inyo-Mono area. 


“Altogether, our rangers reported a total 
of 1,261,600 visitor days in the Inyo pub- 
lic camps in 1954,” Supervisor Davis re- 
ported. “This is an increase of about 10 
per cent over 1953, the highest previous 
year.” 


Supervisor Ivan Sack of the Toiyabe 
National Forest indicated there had been 
an increase in the use of the camps in that 
forest, but didn’t estimate the number. 


The U. S. Forest Service reported last 
year that in 1953 the Inyo National Forest 
was the third highest in the country in its 
use for recreational purposes. Only two 
forests, the Angelus in southern California, 
and the Black Hills in South Dakota, drew 


more visitors that year. 


Well scattered through the entire Inyo- 
Mono area, these public camps are set up 
and maintained by the U. S. Forest Ser- 
vice. Varying in size from small picnic 
spots to spacious areas where sportsmen 
and their families can spend days and 
weeks, they are all near excellent fishing 
and other recreation. 


In general, the public camps are open 
for use from May 1 to September 15. The 
14-day limit on camping in each spot will 
be extended to nearly all the public camps 
this year, Supervisor Davis indicated. Last

year this limit was in effect in about half 
the camps maintained by the Forest Ser- 
vice. 


And, here is some. information that 
might be interesting to summer visitors: 
Camp sites located higher than 6,000 feet 
elevation usually have freezing nights be- 
fore June 15 and after September 15. 
Those higher than 8,000 feet may experi- 
ence freezing nights any time during the 
year. 


Swimming is allowed only in designat- 
ed areas, including Devil’s Postpile Na- 
tional Monument, Horseshoe Lake (near 
Mammoth camp grounds), June Lake, 
and Mono Lake (salt water ).

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Leave a clean camp. The next fel- 
low will appreciate this courtesy. 


Burn your papers, rags and car- 
tons in your campfire. Place cans, 
garbage and bottles in the gar- 
bage can—or, if not in an im- 
proved campground—burn, flat- 
ten and bury them. Better yet, 
take the empties home. 


Be careful not to pollute streams 
by unsanitary acts. Most streams 
and lakes are sources of drinking 
water. 


. Clean your fish in camp. Burn or 


bury refuse or place in garbage 
cans. 


Do not bathe or wash clothes in 
streams or lakes unless so posted 
or authorized by local Ranger. 


Do not throw trash of any kind 
into lakes or streams. 


Do not injure trees by driving 
nails or attaching boxes or struc- 
tures to tree trunks. Do not cut 
green trees or shrubs. Do not 
damage forest signs. 


Please help us to keep the toilets 
clean and fly-proof. Keep doors 
closed, seat lids closed. 


Break your burned match in: two. 
Stamp out burning tobacco in 
mineral earth when discarding. 
Smoke only while stopped in a 
clear spot. 


Build campfires in cleared areas 
only. Extinguish your campfire 
with plenty of water and stir the 
coals until they are cold. 


Never leave a campfire unattend- 
ed, even for a short time. 


Be considerate of other campers 
by not monopolizing the camp 
tables. One camp table per party. 


Do not attach house trailer water 
connection to campground water 
hydrant, nor dump sink drainage 
on ground. Trailer toilets and 
showers must not be operated on 
public campgrounds. 


Do not stay ata camp longer than 
the occupancy ‘period posted at 
the campground entrance. 


Be sure you have a campfire per- 
mit. You can secure one from any 
Forest Service office, or leading 
sporting goods stores in forest 
areas. Be sure to comply with the 
rules on the back of the permit.

ROCK CREEK LAKE—On Rock Creek & Rock Creek 
Lake, 11 miles south of U. S. 395 on fair dirt 
road. 15 camps with stoves, tables and toilets. 
Stream and lake water. Supplies at Rock Creek 
Lake Store. Elevation 9600 feet. Fishing, hunt- 
ing, picnicking, boating. 

MOSQUITO FLAT—Located along Rock Creek, 12 
miles south of U. S. 395 on fair dirt road. 3 
camps with stoves, tables and toilets.

State Highway Improvement... Near Crestview 


Invo-Mono thohways 


Good highways and roads are quite important to the fisher- 
man and tourist. Here’s a report on what has been done and is 
being planned by the Division of Highways: 





Steady expansion of year-round recreational facilities in the 
Inyo-Mono region has been a major factor in bringing about the 
marked increase in traffic using the state and county highways 
in the area during the past few years. 


This growing stream of hunters, fishermen and other vaca- 
tionists, coupled with the increase in commercial traffic, is putting 
a heavy load not only upon local roads and highways but upon 
the approach routes leading from other parts of California and 
Nevada as well. 


The State Division of Highways is well aware of this pro- 
blem and is making immediate and long-range plans to improve 
these highways. 


Bearing the brunt of this all-season traffic is the Inyo-Mono 
area’s chief north-south traffic artery, U. S. 6-395, which forms a 
part of the “Three Flags Highway” connecting Mexico with 
Canada. This route has received increasing attention from the 
Division of Highways during the past few years. 


Of more than $6,000,000 spent on State highway construc- 
tion in Mono, Inyo and Eastern Kern Counties since 1947, when 
the Collier-Burns Highway Act went into effect, more than half 
has been expended on U. S. 6 and U. S. 395. 


On U. S. 6 in Kern County, approximately $600,000 has 
been spent on improving or reconstructing sections of the high- 
way since 1947. Only one “bottleneck” now remains in this 73- 
mile stretch of road, the 10-mile section in the Red Rock Canyon 
area located some 25 miles north of Mojave. Improvement of 
this portion of the route will be carried out as soon as highway 
funds become available. 


Along U. S. 6-395 in Inyo County a full 32-foot paved sec- 
tion of roadway as well as many portions of four-lane, 58-foot 
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paved sections from the south county line to Bishop have pro- 
vided relief from the increasing traffic load passing through the 
area. From Bishop north to the Mono County line, on U. S. 395, 
construction to these same standards is being carried out as rapid- 
ly as funds become available. 


In Mono County the rugged terrain has delayed the financ- 
ing of major relocations along U. S. 395. However, widening and 
surfacing contracts have gone far to offset the wear to the high- 
way caused by the growing traffic. Examples of these necessary 
improvements to protect past investments in highway construc- 
tion are the six-mile section between Conway Summit and Bodie 
Road, where a cement-treated base and plant-mixed surfacing 
contract was completed in 1950.at a cost of $127,000, and a 10- 
mile section between Crestview and the June Lake Junction, 
where a $210,000 light grading and surfacing contract was com- 
pleted in the Fall of 1954. 


A preliminary action which will make possible a future 
major improvement along U. S. 395 was the recent adoption by 
the California Highway Commission of a major route relocation 
over the famous Sherwin Hill, north of Bishop. 


An item taken from the files of the Division of Highways 
office in Sacramento states that a total of 198 vehicles passed 
over the Sherwin Grade during a one week period in 1916. The 
present daily traffic count (over the same stretch of roadway) is 
2,500 vehicles a day or some 17,500 a week. 


Although U. S. 6-395 has received the major share of funds 
expended in the Inyo-Mono area, other routes also have come 
in for their share of improvement. 


For example, on State Sign Route 89 in northern Mono 
County, a completely new unit of highway was recently opened 
to traffic, providing a long-needed highway connection over the 
mountains from U. S. 395 near Coleville to Sign Route 4 (the 
Ebbetts Pass Highway) near Markleeville in Alpine County. 


More than $100,000 has been spent in relocating and 
widening 314 miles of the June Lake Loop, popular recreational 
area off U. S. 395 south of Mono Lake. 


Another important project is the relocation and widening 
of eight miles of the Sweetwater Road (State Route 96) now

under way between the Bridgeport Reservoir and the Nevada 
state line. Total cost of this project will be around $250,000. 


Although a great deal of work remains to be done on State 
highways in the area, the steady progress in construction made 
during the last few years is becoming evident. Projects are begin- 
hing to join together to form longer stretches of modern high- 
way affording the motorist increased driving ease and safety. 


If the present pace of work can be maintained, Division of 
Highways engineers foresee a time in the not-too-remote-future 
when all major routes in the Inyo-Mono area will be constructed 
to modern two-or four-lane standards, forming a highway net- 
work capable of handling the increasing number of cars moving 


in and out of the region each year.

Plan a Sierra Pack Trip Yow 


Two of the principal reasons why the 
back-country lakes and streams of the 
Eastern High Sierras are being enjoyed by 
an increasing number of visitors each year 
are: 

1. The fine network of trails set up 

and maintained by the U. S. Forest 
Service. 


2. The large number of capable, lic- 
ensed pack stations which are lo- 
cated throughout the Inyo-Mono 
ared. 


Inyo-Mono is fortunate to have both, 
since they are the principal means of reach- 
ing the best fishing—and hunting—areas 
in the High Sierras. 


If you want. to really enjoy your vaca- 
tion ... catch all the fish you want, enjoy 
the finest mountain scenery and the peace 
and contentment that only the wilderness 
area affords . . . you'll certainly want to 
plan a pack trip this year. 


Basically, there are two types of pack 
trips which may be chosen by those who 
wish to enjoy the back-country of the High 
Sierra: 


EXTENDED PACK Trips—These average a 
week or 10 days in length and the pack- 
er (or packers) stays right with the 
party so that it can move from one 
camp to another if the members wish. 
Cost is approximately $4 per day per 
head of stock (pack mule or saddle 
horse). A packer costs between $12 and 
$15 per day, including his saddle horse. 
For trips extending two weeks and long- 
er, costs are slightly lower, averaging 
$3.50 per day per head of stock, with 


the packer’s per diem cost the same as 
above. 


SPOT PACK TRrips—Party is packed to the 
camp site of their choice and left there 
until a pre-arranged date when the 
packer will return and take them out. 
With a party of four persons or more, 
costs run from $25 to $50 per person, 
depending on the distance they are 
packed in. For parties of less than four 
persons, the cost is slightly higher per 
person. 


Actually, in addition to these two types 
of trips, some of the pack outfits are 
featuring one-day scenic rides, which are 
quite reasonable in cost and provide many 
with an interesting saddle-horse trip for 
which otherwise they might not find time. 
Most pack outfits will be glad to explain 
these one-day trips on request. 


Twenty-four pack outfits, licensed by 
the State, are members of the Eastern 
Sierra Packers Association. Located at vari- 
ous intervals along the eastern mountain 
slopes, these outfits must qualify for a 
grazing permit from the UV. S. Forest Ser- 
vice and a packing permit from the Na- 
tional Park Service (if they enter Sequoia, 
Kings Canyon, or Yosemite national parks, 
adjacent to the Inyo-Mono area). 


Location of each of these pack outfits 1s 
shown on the large maps (pages 13-16 of 
this book) and practically all of them have 
advertisements in the section in which they 
operate. (pages 56-164 of this Fishing 
Guide). You can write or wire them for 
further information. 
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High Sierra Trails

HAIWEE CANYON—From end of Haiwee Canyon 
road to Deer Mountain at the headwaters of 
the South Fork of Kern River. 


OLANCHA—From Sage Flat southwest of Olancha 
to Monache Meadow. 


COTTONWOOD CANYON—From end of Cotton- 
wood Canyon road to Horseshoe Meadow. 


CARROLL CREEK—From end of Carroll Creek road 
past Cottonwood Lakes to Army Pass. 


MT. WHITNEY—From Whitney Portal camp 
ground to the 14,495-foot summit of Mt. Whit- 
ney, highest point in the United States. 


SHEPHERD PASs—From end of Symnes Creek road 
to headwaters of the Kern River. 


KEARSARGE PASS—From Onion Valley camp 
ground to Bubbs Creek and Bull Frog Lake, 
which empty into South Fork of Kings River. 


SAWMILL PASs—From end of Sawmill Creek road 
to Woods Lake and South Fork of Kings River. 


TABOOSE PASS—From end of Taboose Creek road 
to headwaters of South Fork of Kings Canyon. 
(Trai is unsafe for horses and is scheduled for 
eventual relocation.) 


BIG PINE—From Glacier Lodge to Palisade Glacier 
Basin. 


BISHOP PASs—From South Lake to headwaters of 
North Fork of Kings Canyon.

(The 
south fork of this trail leads to Peeler Lake and 
the north fork goes across Kirkwood Pass into 
the headwaters of the West Walker River). 


LITTLE W ALKER—This trail follows Little Walker 
River and Molybdenite Creek. Lakes reached by 
this trail: Emma, Anna, and McMillan. 


WEsT WALKER—Extends along the West Walker 
River to Kirkwood Pass where it joins the 
Buckeye Trail. This trail forks at the Middle 
Piute Meadows and the west fork goes into 
Yosemite National Park along Cascade Creek, 
passing the following lakes: Harriet, Cora, Ruth, 
Helen, Bonnie, and into the Park at Dorothy 
Lake. Other lakes reached by the West Walker 
Trail below the forks in the trail are: Poore, 
Roosevelt, Lane, Hidden, Red Top, Fremont, 
Chain of Lakes, and Cinko.

Back- Packing 
Is On Inerease 


Also on the increase in the Eastern High 
Sierra is the number of “back-packers’— 
the hardier type individuals who really 
like to “rough it” on their trips into the 
vast back-country areas. There are, of 
course, no figures available on the number 
who last year hiked various distances to 
their favorite lakes or streams, carrying 
their bed roll and other necessary equip- 
ment on their backs. But the figure would 
be astronomical ... to say the least. 


They come from all parts of the country 
and all walks of life. Some are young, 
some old. But they all are enjoying them- 
selves .. . and some of the finest wilder- 
ness area God ever created. 


They, like the people who pack in on 
horseback, have the almost-unlimited use 
of the 634 miles of trails set up and main- 
tained in the Inyo National Forest .. . and 
the additional hundreds of miles available 
for use in the Toiyabe National Forest, 
farther north. These trails extend from the 
eastern slopes to the Sierra Crest and many 
of them tie into the famous John Muir 
Trail which extends from Tuolumne Mea- 
dows (near Yosemite National Park) on 
the north to the summit of Mt. Whitney 
(tallest peak in the United States) on the 
south. 


Hundreds of people use this well-kept 
trail each year and at least one couple re- 
ported they had back-packed the entire 
length during 1954. They were Bob and 
Jerri Lee of Ridgecrest who fulfilled their 
lifelong ambition by hiking the 226 miles 
from Camp Curry in Yosemite National 
Park to Whitney Portal, a total of 226 
miles in 17 days. They completed their 
journey July 13. 


One of the most famous trails in the 
area, of course, starts at Whitney Portal 
west of Lone Pine and winds its way to 
the top of Mt. Whitney. Forest rangers 
report that 6,400 people attempted the 
climb and 2,000 signed the register at the 
top of the peak, an increase of 25 per cent 
over 1953.

erals. 


Grant is the newest of these communities. It boasts a fine 
motel, a large service station, a busy restaurant, and an air-strip 
which Ed Roman uses as the base of operations for his Airborne 
Pack Station.

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Independence- Big Pine Section 


Independence, the county seat of Inyo County, lies 
1514 miles north of Lone Pine on U. S. 395 and 6. 
Besides being quite an historic community, often men- 
tioned in early California stories and legends, Inde- 
pendence is asserting itself as an important trading 
area adjacent to some fine High Sierra fishing and 
hunting country. 


In the center of town, you'll readily notice the 
courthouse, museum, sheriff's office, and jail on the 
east side of the street. These are the center of govern- 
mental activity for Inyo County which in area is the 
second largest county in California (in fact it’s the 
second largest county in the United States; San Ber- 
nardino County is first). Sparsely settled, for the most 
part, because of large desert and mountain areas, Inyo 
County nevertheless plays an important role in all 
Eastern California activities. 


Independence has a group of friendly merchants 
who are well prepared to take care of the heavy traf- 
fic of fishermen and tourists which flows through the 
community, especially during the summer. There are 
several motels, two hotels, service stations, garages, 
restaurants (at least one stays open 24 hours a day), 
two grocery markets, two general stores, and other 
important business. 


This community is also the headquarters for three 
pack trains—Dud Carter’s High Sierra Pack Train,

This is First Lake, one of the most ac- 
cessible of the Big Pine Lakes. And it 
is certainly one of the most scenic, too, 
as the picture indicates. All of the Big 
Pine Lakes are beautiful and good fish- 
ing. They can be readily reached by 
pack train and some of the more am- 
bitious people hike into them. Temple 
Crag is the background for the picture. 
There are many fine back-country lakes 
in the Independence-Big Pine section of 
Inyo-Mono. (Photo by Tom Henderson.) 
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which serve extremely popular back-country areas in the Sierras 
to the west. Carter and Hall operate out of Onion Valley and 
Parker has his headquarters west of Fort Independence and the 
Mt. Whitney Fish Hatchery. 


The drive westward on the road to Onion Valley is thrilling 
and quite scenic. In the 15-mile trip you climb from the 3,925 
elevation of Independence to the 9,000-foot level at Onion Val- 
ley, where there are public camp grounds, many private cabins, 
and the two pack stations. You'll want to make this trip. 


Almost directly west is Kear- 
sarge Pass which takes you in- 
to some fine back-country fish- 
ing lakes and streams as well 
as an intersection with the fam- 
ous north-south John Muir 
Trail. To the south, in the wild- 
erness area between Indepen- 
dence and Lone Pine, is the 
well-known Shepherd Pass: To 
the north of Kearsarge and 
vane Onion Valley are Baxter and 

Inyo County Courthouse Sawmill Passes. All of these 

take you across the Sierra Crest 
into either Sequoia or Kings Canyon National Parks and some 
of the-most scenic and best fishing country in the entire Inyo- 
Mono area. 





But, if you don’t have the time or inclination to pack in, you 
can still find good fishing in the Independence area. To the south 
of town, accessible readily from U. S. 395 and 6, are the south 
and north fork of Bairs Creek, Shepherds, Symnes, and Pinyon 
Creeks. Popular Independence Creek extends westward from the 
town itself. All of these streams, though comparatively small, 
ate stocked heavily with catchable size trout by the Department 
of Fish and Game and many limits of good eating fish are taken 
during the season. 


Traveling on north from Independence you soon pass Old 
Fort Independence (where many troops were stationed in the 
early days) on the east side of the road while the Mt. Whitney 
Fish Hatchery will be noted on the west. Here is also the road 
leading westward to Parker’s Pack Train which serves the back- 
country area across Baxter and Sawmill Passes, etc. 

Aberdeen Resort is located 1314 miles north of Indepen- 
dence, almost half-way between that community and Big Pine, 
the northern boundary of this section of the 1955 Inyo-Mono 
Fishing Guide. As you make the trip northward from Indepen-

dence to Big Pine, you will pass several small fishing streams 
quite accessible from U. S. 395 and 6 and regularly stocked with 
catchable-size trout. They are: south and north fork of Oak 
Creek, Sawmill, Division, Goodale, Taboose, and Birch Creeks. 
There are other good streams, too, but they cannot be reached by 
car and require hiking. Between Aberdeen and Big Pine are the 
Fish Springs Resort and another state fish hatchery. 


Big Pine, itself, is another friendly community which caters 
strongly to tourist and fisherman trade. There are a half-dozen 
service stations, several good motels, garages, restaurants, stores 
of most types, and other business houses. And, to the west of the 
town, reached by a good surfaced road which in general follows 
the course of Big Pine Creek, is some of the highest and most 
scenic mountain country in the West. 


This road extends westward from the heart of town and 
passes close by to the Owens Valley Ranch where there is a pri- 
vate trout pond and usually some of their own home-grown fresh 
fruits for sale. Onward and upward this road goes, and soon 
passes McPhail’s Big Pine Creek Resort, where there are excellent 
accommodations and good angling for guests in their own pri- 
vately stocked and controlled areas of Big Pine Creek. Jake Zedik- 
er’s Glacier Pack Train is a short distance farther and those who 
wish to pack into the rugged back-country will find his trips to 
the famed Palisade Glacier, Big Pine Lakes, the Kings River 
Country, and the Baker and Coyote areas full of lovely scenery 
and excellent fishing for Rainbow, Brook, and Golden Trout. 


Near the end of the road is Glacier Lodge, a complete resort 
with good accommodations, a store, cafe, and an Upper Lodge 
in the wilderness area in the Big Pine Lakes area above. There 
are seven of these Big Pine lakes. They are all extremely beauti- 
ful and the angling is excellent. In addition, there are other lakes 
and streams in the immediate area. 


And, the famed Palisade Glacier, known as the southern- 
most glacier in the United States, is quite an attraction for tourists, 
camera bugs, and other sportsmen. It is only 214 miles from the 
Upper Lodge but it’s a rather rough climb. Some hike it; but most 
make this trip on the back of a sure-footed pack horse. 
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e Woods Lake is another well-known lakes: in the Independence 
back-country and can be reached across Sawmill Pass. Elevation 
is 10,669 feet and fishing is good for those who wish to make the 
pack trip. It’s certainly scenic, too. Frasher’s Photo.

Bishop is the natural center of the Inyo-Mono 
vacationland, both in location and in business. Only 
incorporated city within the two-county area, it boasts 
a population of approximately 3,000 people and a 
large downtown business district geared to handle a 
huge flow of traffic of tourists and fishermen, especi- 
ally during the summer months. Located on U. S. 
Highways 395 and 6, approximately 275 miles north 
of Los Angeles and 209 miles south of Reno, it is a 
natural stop-over for the thousands of people who 
make this trip. Fifteen restaurants are located in the 
downtown area and others on the outskirts of town. 
Several stay open day and night during the summer 
months and at least one stays open 24-hours through 
the entire year. 


There are nearly a score of good motels of various 
size located in the downtown Bishop area and others 
on the outskirts. Also, there are 18 service stations 
Operating in the downtown area and others outside 
the city limits. Several stay open all night during the 
summer months and at least one operates around the 
clock, seven days a week, summer and winter.

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news-stand, a half-dozen cocktail lounges, two lumber yards, two 
drug stores, two super markets (another located on U. S. 395 
north of town), a large printing plant, two wholesale auto parts 
stores, a modern theatre, a Western Auto Store, several new and 
used car dealers and garages, two bakeries, four barber shops, two 
furniture stores, two appliance stores, a radio sales and service 
store, several real estate and insurance brokers, five off-sale liquor 
stores, and other incidental business. 


Bishop is the western headquarters for the Wah Chang Min- 
ing Corp., Inyo Lumber Company, Inc., Huntley Industrial Min- 
erals, and other industry im- 
portant to the area. Many of 
the local people are employed 
by these companies as well as 
the U. S. Vanadium Company 
whose large tungsten mine and 
mill are located in nearby Pine 
Creek. In addition, large num- 
ber of local men and women 
are employed by the California 
Electric Power Company, the 
Department of Water and 
Power of the City of Los An- 
geles, and the California Inter- 
state Telephone Company, all of which have large operations in 
the Inyo-Mono area. 





In the vicinity are two roadside parks which are popular with 
tourists as places to eat lunch or enjoy a rest. Bishop is also the 
home of the Eastern Sierra Tri-County Fair and Rodeo. 


Bishop also boasts a fine airport with long, paved runways, 
U. S. Weather Bureau, and all facilities. Symons Flying Service 
has its headquarters here. 


At the north edge of Bishop U. S. Highway 6 branches east- 
ward to Benton, Tonopah, and other Nevada cities on its way to 
the East coast. U. S. Highway 395 bears northwestward to the

But while Bishop is quite important as a stop-over for thou- 
sands of fishermen and tourists each year, it also boasts some of 
the finest recreational facilities nearby. State Route 76 westward 
from downtown Bishop (West Line St.) is surfaced all the way 
to Lake Sabrina at an elevavtion of 9,170 feet. The road usually 
follows Bishop Creek, one of the longest and finest fishing streams 
in the entire Inyo-Mono area, and one of the principal sources of 
power for the California Electric Power Company. 


As you travel westward (and upward) there is a branch road 
to South Lake, and another turnoff to North Lake, as the main 
road continues to Lake Sabrina. The latter lake, largest and deep- 
est of the group, is always quite popular with the boat and shore 
fishermen and results are usually good. Boats can be rented there 
and the immediate vicinity is served by Camp Sabrina on the 
highway nearby. Also close at hand is Schober’s Pack Train which 
can pack you across Piute Pass into Humphrey’s Basin, or other 
fine back-country fishing spots. 


North Lake, another extremely popular fishermen’s haven, 
is served by Cardinal Village Resort which has accommodations, 
a store, and lunchroom. 


Parcher’s Camp is located at South Lake, always a good fish- 
ing spot, and so is the Rainbow Pack Station which serves a large 
back-country area across Bishop Pass and into the South and Mid- 
dle Forks of the Kings River. On the road to South Lake, you 
pass the Bishop Creek Lodge which offers accommodations, a 
private meadow, and their own trout pond as well as good stream 
fishing on the South Fork of Bishop Creek. 


East and north of the city of Bishop, the Owens River, one 
of the most famous trout streams in the West, furnishes good 
angling. Especially popular spots in the Bishop vicinity are Laws 
Bridge, Five Bridges, Chalk Bluff, and Birchim Canyon. Most of 
the large trout caught in the Owens River are Browns, but there 
are lots of Rainbows in it, too. Some grow to huge size and good 
fishermen seldom get skunked. 


The area covered by this section of the 1955 Inyo-Mono. 
Fishing Guide extends northward and westward along U. S. High- 
way 395, past the Meadow Farms Store, Brockman’s Store, the 
Round Valley Store and Garage, and the Wagon Wheel Lodge 
to Pine Creek. 


To the west of the highway, a sign notes the directions to- 
ward the U. S. Vanadium Company’s huge tungsten mine and 
mill. Rovana, home of many of its workers, can readily be seen. 
Nearby is the Pine Creek Saddle and Pack Station which can 
take you to French Canyon, one of the principal haunts of the 
world-famous Golden Trout, and other back-country areas.

Bishop-Owens River Area... 


What People Do... When They're Not Fishing 


Mining, Lumbering, Cattle. City, State and Federal Agencies Important to Area 


What do the local residents of the Bishop area do when 
they’re not fishing? 


Well, naturally enough, most of them work for a living. 


It is true that the region depends mainly on the tourist and 
the trout fishing business for its livelihood and that hundreds of 
people are employed in the resorts, service stations, restaurants, 
and stores which directly serve the visiting public—especially 
during the summer months when the influx is at its height. But 
there is ‘also a solid back-bone of other payrolls in the area, to 
supply the work and money needed to keep the community alive 
and solvent, especially during the winter months. 


Most important, probably, is the tungsten mining activity in 
the vicinity of Bishop. Two largest producers are the United States 
Vanadium Company, with its mine and mill in the Pine Creek 
area, and the Wah Chang Mining Corporation, which has its 
offices in Bishop but its mine (Black Rock) about 32 miles north 
of town on U. S. 6. There are, however, many smaller producers 
of tungsten ore, many of which use the facilities of the larger 
companies for milling and processing. 


The U. S. Vanadium is the largest single local operation. 
About 400 people are employed at the mine and mill, providing 
a payroll of approximately $2,000,000 annually. In addition, the 
company buys crude ores from smaller producers and processes 
them in their Pine Creek mill. These purchases, along with sup- 
plies, services, and freight, add another important $134 million 
dollars to the money in circulation in the Bishop-Pine Creek area.

The Pine Creek site, where the Vanadium mine is located, 
has been an important mining area for nearly 50 years. Originally 
discovered and filed as a silver-lead claim by M. B. Sherwin, 
the location was allowed to lapse. It was later claimed by two 
prospectors, Sproule and Vaughan, who in 1916 became interest- 
ed in the property for its tungsten. Mining has been carried on 
intermittently since. U. S. Vanadium acquired the property in 
1936 and has worked it until now. For many years it has been 
called the “largest tungsten mine in the world” and it may still be. 


The Wah Chang Mining Corporation has its executive offices 
in Bishop and operates tungsten mines in Mono County and in 
Lincoln County, Nevada. Seventeen are employed in the Bishop 
offices and 128 men are working at the Mono county mine. 


This mine, often called the “Black Rock Mine,” utilizes both 
open pit and underground mining methods. Capacity of the mill 
is approximately 600 tons a day and mine production is gradually 
being increased to that figure. Wah Chang’s operation in Nevada 
is considerably larger, where mining and milling are carried on 
at a rate of 800 tons a day and approximately 200 men are em- 
ployed. 


The payroll of the Black Rock Mine and the Bishop office 
approximates $900,000 annually and this, coupled with the 
dJocal purchases etc., make the Wah Chang Mining Corporation 
quite important to the economy of the area. 


It would be quite unfair not to mention the many indepen- 
dent producers and small companies who are mining tungsten 
ore. Some are one man operations; others a little larger. Some 
are making it go in a big way. And all add to the payroll of the 
Bishop area. 


Mining has always been important to this Eastern High Sierra 
region and there was a time when prospectors were plentiful . . . 
seeking out and mining gold, silver, lead, zinc, etc. Now, it is 
mainly tungsten—although quite a large number of hopefuls are 
scouring the hills for uranium and occasionally there is a small 
gold or silver operation. Most of the lead and zinc is mined by 
Anaconda Copper near Darwin, southeast of Lone Pine, where 
they employ 100 men and are quite an important factor in the 
payroll of the southern part of Inyo-Mono. 


But, back up in the Bishop area again . . . most of the mining, 
outside of tungsten, is in non-metallic industrial minerals. Largest 
single operator in the area is Huntley Industrial Minerals whose 
headquarters are at Laws. This company mines and gathers to- 
gether various kinds of minerals—including talc, pyrophyllite, 
sericite mica, asbestos, feldspar, and slate—and ships them to 
manufacturers in various parts of the country. The Huntley Com- 
pany employs about 30 men the year around. Other companies 
mine talc, pumice, etc. but on a slightly smaller scale. 


Lumbering is also of importance to the area and Bishop is 
headquarters of the Inyo Lumber Company, Inc., which carries 
on logging operations in the Inyo National Forest east of Crest-

Approximately 120 men are employed throughout the year 
in the forest and at the sawmill located five miles northwest of 
Bishop. Fruit and vegetable boxes are also manufactured. Local 
payroll is about $500,000 a year. 


Of considerable interest to the Bishop area is the Department 
of Water and Power of the City of Los Angeles. Principal opera- 
tion, of course, is at Crowley Lake—source of the water which 
supplies between 70 and 80 per cent of Metropolitan Los An- 
geles. Construction of the Pleasant Valley dam north and west 
of Bishop also employs a large number of men and many more 
are needed for inspection and maintenance on the aqueduct and 
power lines extending southward. Altogether, approximately 300 
people are employed in Inyo-Mono and the annual payroll is 
about $1,700,000. 


Approximately 125 men are employed by the California 
Electric Power Company in Inyo and Mono Counties and about 
100 of them work in or near Bishop, operating headquarters of 
the company. Five power plants are located on Bishop Creek and 
others are in operation on Rush Creek, Lee Vining Creek (Pool 
Plant), and Mill Creek in the Lee Vining area. 

California Electric furnishes power and light for all of the 
Inyo-Mono area with the exception of Bishop, Big Pine, Indepen- 
dence, and Lone Pine which are serviced by the City of Los An- 
geles Department of Water and Power. In addition, the company 
supplies power to a large Nevada area, including Tonopah, Gold- 
field, etc. Annual payroll in the Bishop area is approximately 
$500,000. 


California Interstate Telephone Company also has its operat- 
ing headquarters at Bishop and employs about 65 men and 
women in the immediate area and many more in other parts of 
the two counties. They furnish phone service to all of the Inyo- 
Mono area, as far north as Gardnerville, Nevada, and as far south 
as Big Bear, including Barstow, Victorville, Inyokern, Trona, 
Ridgecrest, etc. Their payroll through the entire area is quite 
large and very important to the region. 


Cattle raising is also an important factor in the economy of 
the area and a considerable number of people are employed 
directly and indirectly by this industry. Most of the grazing land 
is owned by the City of Los Angeles and leased to the cattlemen. 


Bishop is also the center of Inyo-Mono activity of various 
State of California agencies, including the Division of Highways, 
Department of Fish and Game, California Highway Patrol, De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles, etc. All of these agencies add to the 
payroll of this area, but the largest single employer is the Division 
cf Highways, whose new District IX office is located just south 
of Bishop. 


The Division of Highways employs 84 men and women at 
its Bishop headquarters and another 111 laborers at its various 
highway maintenance stations throughout Inyo and Mono coun- 
ties. This number varies slightly with snow removal operation in 
the winter and the addition of junior engineers during the sum- 
mer months. Various highway construction jobs add considerably 
to the area’s payrolls. 


The Inyo-Mono headquarters for Region V of the Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game is located in Bishop. Approximately 40 
people are employed by this office and at the four trout hatcheries 
located within the two-county area. 


At Bishop also is located the headquarters for the Inyo Na- 
tional Forest. Approximately 60 people are employed by this 
federal agency during the summer as rangers, fire crews, camp 
maintenance workers, lookouts, etc. In the winter the permanent 
force includes about 12 persons. . PAGE 92

it was too far away from camp for us to 
drag it in. 

One of the boys went back for the 
horses; but, unfortunately for us, he took 
the bell horse and the one which was 
hobbled. Darned, if we didn’t have the 
same trouble I had had several years ago 
at Garnet Lake. 


We lost our horses. Sure enough, they 
were gone. And their tracks led eastward 
toward Pinchot Pass. Next morning we 
loaded everything on ouf two remaining 
animals and, leading them, started the hike 
across the pass. When we reached the sum- 





mit we could see our other horses feeding 
peacefully in the lush meadow above Twin 
Lakes. We made sure that they didn’t get 
away again as the next part of our journey 
was the long drag via Woods Lake and 
over Sawmill Pass.

Wallace Lake had long intrigued me 
since everyone said the Golden Trout fish- 
ing was really tops. My opportunity came 
when a train of 90 pack horses, taking 
supplies to the Sierra Club, was crossing 
Shepherd Pass. First night out we camped 
at Symnes Creek and at 6 the next mor- 
ning I loaded my fishing coat with sand- 
wiches, raisins, etc., tied a small sleeping 
bag back of my saddle, and took off ahead 
of the slow-moving pack train. In spite of 
a heavy downpour, I kept plugging along 
and by 6 p.m. reached Wallace Lake. 


Even though it was still raining, I could 
hardly wait to do some fishing. Believe 
me, the reports about that lake certainly 
weren't exaggerated. Hundreds of large 
Golden Trout were cruising around in the 
outlet and catching them was easy. It was

just a question as to whether the fish would 
keep until I got home. I finally decided to 
keep only two—weighing nearly 3 Ibs. 
apiece— and packed them in snow in my 
creel. Next morning the sun was a wel- 
come sight and it was a pleasant ride back 
to the summit of Shepherd Pass where I 
met the pack train at 1 p.m. 


My horse was to go on with the pack 
train, so I started hiking down the trail. 
I thought it would take about three hours. 
It took 514. I started off briskly enough, 
but after several hours my hustle ran out 
and the pack began to weigh a ton, more 
or less. With my knees buckling at every 
turn of the zig-zag trail, I finally reached 
Symnes Creek and, in the dark, started 
downstream. The trail crossed and recross- 
ed the creek, with no bridges, so there was 
nothing to do but plunge in at each cross- 
ing, without regard to depth. My flashlight 
had burned out, so I had to feel my way 
along the trail in the dark. Eventually, in 
the distance, I saw my car-—and it was a 
welcome sight indeed, for I had some dry 
clothes in it. Tired but happy, I got in, 
started the motor, and headed for Inde- 
pendence. 


In spite of the rain, the long hike, and 
the plunges in the creek, the trip was a 
big success. And, best of all, the fish came 
through in fine shape and we had a fine 
meal of Golden Trout next day.

I could go on writing for pages and 
pages, telling of some of my interesting 
experiences in the High Sierras. But, I am 
sure there isn’t space to print it and J, per- 
haps, am too lazy to write it. At any rate, 
I am always thankful that the boss picked 
me for this job in Bishop—in the heart of 
some of the finest country God ever creat- 
ed. I’ve visited and fished 550 of these 
lakes-—and that’s quite a few. So, I’ll leave 
the rest to others who love the trails, the 
peaks, the lakes, and streams which grace 
this vast wilderness area at our back door.

Rock Creek-Crowley Lake Section 


A wide variety of fishing, accommodations, and 
scenery are readily found in the “Rock Creek-Crow- 
ley-Convict Lake” region of the Eastern High Sierra. 
This area is covered in the following section of the 
1955 Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide. 


Traveling northward on U. S. 395, after you 
have left Bishop and the Pine Creek area, you drive 
up the winding Sherwin Grade to its summit which is 
listed at 6,415 feet elevation, a rise of nearly 2,300 
feet from the floor of Owens Valley at Bishop. Con- 
tinuing along the Rock Creek Canyon a few miles, 
you soon come to Tom’s Place, a convenient stopping 
point where there is a service station, garage, cafe, 
cocktail lounge, store, a lodge, and several motels 
nearby. This business district not only serves the high- 
way tourist, but the great body of fishermen and vaca- 
tionists who spend their summers along Rock Creek, 
the Owens River, and in the Crowley Lake area. 


Some of the most popular spots in Inyo-Mono 
are along Rock Creek and Rock Creek Lake which 
are readily reached by a good road westward just to 
the south of Tom’s Place. During the summer you 
will find hundreds of people in the various public 
camps maintained along this section of Rock Creek. 
There are quite a few private summer homes, too. 
And, of course Rock Creek Lodge, a complete resort 
on the banks of this fine stream, is quite popular. The 
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ON THE PRECEDING 
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Mr. and Mrs. T. A. Watson of Bakers- 
field really enjoy the fishing on Rock 
Creek Lake, as the picture indicates. 
And so do hundreds of other people 
who invade the Rock Creek area every 
summer. Fishing is good and there are 
plenty of excellent camping spots in the 


nearby areas. 


Most everyone knows 


about the excellent fishing on Crowley 
Lake, and McGee Creek back: country, 
Convict Lake, and Hot Creek—also in 
this section. (Photo by Tom Henderson.) 
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Rock Creek Lake Store provides groceries and tackle as well as 
boats for those who wish to fish on beautiful Rock Creek Lake 
and other nearby lakes in the area. On a mile farther, you'll find 
Herb London’s Rock Creek Pack Station which serves a large 
back-country area, including Pioneer Basin, Hopkins Basin, Mono 
Creek, and the Recesses. 


Returning to U. S. Highway 395, and continuing northward, 
you pass Dennie Roult’s Rainbow Tarns, where you can catch 
all the fish you want without a license, if you have had poor luck 
during the day. A little farther along you come to Crowley Lake, 
easily the most popular of all 
lakes and streams in Inyo-Mono 
during the season it is open (It 
closes July 31). 


This man-made reservoir, 
owned and operated by the City 
of Los Angeles, usually fur- 
nishes top fishing . . . especial- 
ly when it is “hot.” Some of the 
largest trout in the West are 
‘annually taken out of Crowley 
eae Lake as the pictures on the fol- 
lowing pages graphically show. 
On “opening day” thousands of 
fishermen come from far and near to try their hand at hooking 
one of those famous “tackle busters.” And results are usually 
good. Crowley Lake is heavily stocked annually with catchable- 
size Rainbows. Many grow large.

There are quite a large number of businesses in the area— 
all, of course, catering to fishermen and tourists: Happy Jack’s, 
the new Crowley Vista Trailer Park, Crowley View Trading Post, 
the Crowley Lake Resort, Sportsmen’s Buffet, Hilton Creek 
Lodge, Hilton Lakes Camp and Pack Station, McGee Creek 
Lodge, McGee Creek Pack Station, Nan and Max’s Long Valley 
Resort, Curly’s Motel, Bill’s Knotty Pine Cafe, Lakeview Motel, 
Wally and Jo’s Motel, and Lovejoy’s Store. 


There’s plenty of fishing in this area, outside of Crowley, be- 
cause Hilton Creek, McGee Creek, and other smaller streams 
provide good angling throughout the season. And, for those who 
want back-country fishing, Pearson’s Hilton Lakes Camp and 
Russ Johnson’s McGee Creek Pack Station are prepared to take 
you into the wilderness area where you can fish to your heart's 
delight, enjoy the scenery, and stay as long as you like. 


Some of the finest fly-fishing in the country will be found 
on famous Hot Creek, which we have included in this section 
of the Fishing Guide. Turn east from U. S. 395 on a good road 
at the Convict Lake intersection and you'll soon come to Hot 
Creek Ranch where good accommodations are provided. A 21/2- 
mile stretch of the stream is reserved for their guests. 


To the west of U. S. 395, on a paved road, is the famous 
Convict Lake where fishing is good, scenery outstanding, and 
there are camping facilities. Convict Lake Resort serves this 
popular area with a store, boats, housekeeping cabins, and pack-in 
service to a fine back-country nearby.

The Mammoth Lakes Area, long a favorite with 
fishermen and campers, is becoming increasingly 
popular every year. Located only a few miles west of 
U. S. Highway 395, this area is served almost entire- 
ly by paved highways and other well-kept surfaced 
roads. 


To reach the Mammoth Lakes Area you turn off 
Highway 395 at Casa Diablo which is approximately 
38 miles north of Bishop and 15 miles south of June 
Lake Junction. Three miles west on this paved road, 
you actually enter the Mammoth area. Here you have 
the lower business district which includes the Mam- 
moth Garage, Mammoth Tavern, U. S. Forest Ser-

The recently-surfaced Minaret Road branches off 
to the right past Larry’s Auto Service to the famous 
Mammoth Mountain ski area, Agnew Meadows, and

ment, a sight you won’t want to miss on your vacation trip. 


Back on the Mammoth highway again, you'll notice Camp 
High Sierra on the left as you continue on up to the scenic Twin 
Lakes, one of the most photographed areas in the entire Inyo- 
Mono region. These lakes, at an elevation of 8,550 feet, provide 
good fishing, excellent camp sites, and some fine accommodations 
at the famous Tamarack Lodge, one of the largest in the East- 
ern High Sierra region. The Twin Lakes Store also serves this 
area with groceries, fishing tackle, gasoline, boats for rent, and 
meals served in its adjoining cafe. Stephen Willard, artist and 
photographer, has his summer 
studio on the highway over- 
looking Twin Lakes. 


The highway goes onward 
and upward and passes Lee 
Summers’ Mammoth Pack Sta- 
tion which serves a large back- 
country area extending many 
miles into some of the highest 
recesses of the Sierras. 


Largest lake in the Mam- 
moth area is, of course, Lake 
Mary which is also popular 
with the fishermen, the camp- 
ers, and the photographers. Lake Mary Store makes food, tackle, 
and fresh bakery goods available to the visitors and also serves 
short orders at their fountain-counter. Crystal Crag Lodge farth- 
et along the shore of Lake Mary, provides good accommodations. 
Dick’s Boat Landing has a large array of boats and motors to 
rent ana also has facilities for private docking. 





Devil's Postpile 


One of the better-known resorts in the entire Mammoth 
Area is White’s Lodge located near Lake Mamie. It includes a 
store, restaurant, cabins, rooms etc. 


This paved highway terminates a few miles farther at Horse- 
shoe Lake which is quite popular as a picnic and camping area. 
Horseshoe is also one of the few lakes in the Inyo-Mono area 
where swimming is permitted. 


If you retrace your way slightly and turn to the right you 
pass Lake George and you can drive up to Woods Lodge which 
provides excellent facilities on this picturesque lake, a good fish- 
ing spot as well. Then, if you return by the Old Mammoth Road 
you pass the historic site of the town of Old Mammoth which 
flourished during the 1870’s as one of the largest communities 
in Eastern California. 


Gold and other minerals had been discovered in this vicinity 
and there was a tremendous rush from both the West and East 
to stake out claims and mine the valuable ore. At one time there 
were more than 2,000 people living in the immediate area and 
at least two heavy mills were in operation. But the bubble burst 
when it became too expensive to mill and transport the ore. A 
fire swept many of the frame buildings about 1877 and the rest 
of it soon withered away. There is practically nothing left, now, 
but the foundations of a few homes, some standing remnants of 
the mills, etc. 


The complete story of Old Mammoth is quite interesting and 
we will include it in more detail in a later issue of the Inyo-Mono 
Fishing Guide. 


As you return to the lower Mammoth District by this road 
you pass Barker’s Manahu Lodge, the Mammoth Creek Lodge, 
and other resorts. 


Mammoth is gradually assuming its place as a leading year- 
around resort area because fishing is popular in the summer and 
deer hunting takes over in the fall. And, along about November, 
the snow begins to fall rather heavily in the higher elevations 
and Mammoth Mountain becomes the “Mecca” of most South- 
¥ California ski enthusiasts, who crowd into the area on week- 
ends,

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June Lake Loop Section 


Perhaps the best-known resort area in the entire 
Eastern High Sierra is the June Lake Loop. Hundreds 
of fishermen and vacationists come to The Loop every 
year to enjoy the fine lake fishing on the principal 
lakes—June, Gull, Silver, and Grant—the stream- 
fishing on Rush Creek, and both lake and stream fish- 
ing in the fine back-country areas which nearly sur- 
round the Loop region. 


Annually, about a month before the fishing season 
begins, the influx of people begins. By early summer, 
as soon as schools let out, June Lake is a bee-hive of 
activity and 1s usually brim-full of fishermen, campers, 
and just plain vacationists who enjoy the scenery, the 
clear mountain air, and sunshine which has made the 
June Lake Loop area so popular for many years. 


June Lake Loop lakes can be reached either from 
the north or south on the paved Loop Road which 
branches off of U. S. Highway 395, passes by June, 
Gull, Silver, and Grant lakes, and then returns to the 
north-south highway. 


If you are going north, you leave U. S. 395 at 
June Lake Junction and turn left. Before you reach 
June Lake Village you will pass Boulder Lodge and 
Big Rock Landing, both resorts being located on the 
southern shores of June Lake. 


The Village itself is the center of much of the 
business activity in the Loop area. It boasts several

June Lake is not only one of the best 
known lakes in the area, it is also one 
of the most scenic . . . and the picture 
certainly catches some of its beauty.

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good restaurants and cocktail lounges, two large markets, sport- 
ing goods stores, service stations, motels, cabins, ice house, trailer 
parks, boat landings, and a hardware store. 


The cocktail lounges are the center of evening activity and 
some furnish regular nightly entertainment. 


June Lake itself is the best known and second largest lake 
in the Loop area. Annually it is heavily stocked with catchable- 
size Rainbow Trout and some of them grow to fine size as is 
evidenced by the fact that at least one 14-pounder was taken dur- 
ing 1954. You'll find it pictured on page 12. 


Fishermen can use their own 
boats on June Lake, if they 
wish, or they can rent them 
from Marshall's Boat Landing 
or Kirk’s Boat Landing near the 
Village. Motors and tackle are 
also available at the landings. 





Continuing on around The 
Loop, you soon come to Gull 
Lake, which is smaller than 
June Lake but still very popu- 
lar. Gull Lake Lodge is a large 
resort right on the highway 
and only a small distance from 
the lake shore. Gull Lake Boat Landing provides boats and motors 
for those who wish to rent them.

On the Loop Road between Gull and Silver Lake are several 
cabin camps and resorts, most of which do a thriving business in 
the summer season. About halfway between these two lakes is 
the Fern Creek Lodge which provides accommodations, general 
store, and service station. 


The scenic drive on around The Loop Road soon brings you 
to the shores of beautiful Silver Lake, quite a popular spot for 
fishermen and campers. The Silver Lake Resort includes a store, 
post office, restaurant, and trailer court for summer visitors. The 
lake itself provides good angling throughout the season. And, the 
mountains around the lake, including the Devil’s Slide area, fur-

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Lee Vining-Tioga-Mono Lake Section 


One of the best known communities in the East- 
ern High Sierra is Lee Vining, located approximately 
25 miles south of Bridgeport and 65 miles northwest 
of Bishop on U. S. 395. As the largest population 
center, it is the hub of this section of the Inyo-Mono 
Fishing Guide, which we call “Lee Vining-Tioga- 
Mono Lake.” 


A bustling alpine community during summer, 
Lee Vining has long been a popular stopping place 
for fishermen and tourists alike. It boasts several good 
restaurants, a large array of motels, a trailer court, a 
well-stocked market, a sporting goods store, several 
garages and service stations, two cocktail lounges, a 
souvenir store, and other incidental business. 


Many sportsmen make their headquarters in Lee 
Vining for fishing during the summer months and 
deer hunting in the fall. Lee Vining Creek to the west 
is one of the more popular fishing streams in the area. 
It not only provides good angling during the season, 
but also has several good camping locations along its 


banks. 


State Highway 120, commonly known as the 
Tioga Pass Road, has its eastern terminus at Lee Vin- 
ing. Tourists can enter world-famous Yosemite Na- 
tional Park on this road; or, they can stop at num- 
erous lakes and streams along the route for excellent 
fishing and camping. Tioga Pass Resort, located along

this highway, serves sportsmen who wish to fish in popular 
Tioga Lake, Saddlebag Lake, and Ellery Lake as well as other 
smaller lakes and streams in this area, mainly outside of Yose- 
mite Park. 


There are good fishing lakes and streams inside The Park, 
also, but there is a stretch of the highway which is quite narrow 
and meandering. Residents of Lee Vining and other nearby areas 
are now making a concerted effort to have the U. S. Government 
rebuild a 21-mile section of the highway within Yosemite Na- 
tional Bars so that those who wish to enter or leave the park by 

— the eastern boundary may find 
it easier and more convenient. 
Thousands of names have been 
recorded on petitions which 
have been forwarded to Wash- 
ington during the past year. It 
is likely that this program will 
be continued again in 1955 un- 
til the U. S. Department of In- 
terior allocates funds for the 
greatly-needed road improve- 
ment. Even so, many tourists 
use the Tioga Road to enter 
Inyo-Mono from Central Cali- 
fornia and the Bay Area. It saves these travelers many miles.

But, regardless of the road, everyone agrees that the trip up 
the Tioga Pass Road is breath-taking and that the scenery is un- 
surpassed. And, sportsmen also agree that there’s plenty of top 
fishing—both lake and stream—in the area immediately adjacent 
to this highway. 


Mono Lake is the other community included in this section 
of The Fishing Guide. Located on U. S. Highway 395 only a few 
miles north of Lee Vining, it includes Tioga Lodge, Mono Inn, 
Lundy Lake Resort, and Virginia Lakes Resort as well as a gen- 
eral store, post office, service stations etc. 


Mono Inn and Tioga Lodge are located directly on the shore 
of beautiful Mono Lake, largest lake in the Inyo-Mono area but 
one in which there is very little marine life because of the pre- 
sence of many minerals in the water. It is popular for swimming, 
however, and more recently water skiing has been added to the 
list of local sports. Mono Lake has been used as the locale of 
several movies, the most recent being “Fair Winds to Java” 
which was made in 1953. Perhaps you will remember the vol-

Only a few miles north of Mono Lake a road branches west- 
ward to Lundy Lake, only five miles distant. Lundy is annually 
planted with Rainbow Trout of catchable size by the Department 
of Fish and Game, but there are also plenty of Eastern Brook 
Trout there, too. Lundy Lake Resort provides camping facilities, 
cabins, boats, groceries etc. 


The popular Virginia Lakes group are also readily reached 
by turning west from U. S. Highway 395 at Conway Summit and 
following the road in a southwesterly direction about 6 miles. 
Virginia Lakes Resort serves this area which includes Big and 
Little Virginia Lakes, Blue and Trumbull Lakes and others. Jay 
Pearce also provides pack service from this point farther into the 
back country if the sportsmen wish it.

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Whether you're a lake or a stream fisherman, 
you'll find that the Bridgeport-Coleville-Topaz area 
offers plenty of both. This section of the Inyo-Mono 
Fishing Guide starts with the Green Lakes area 
on the south and continues northward through Bridge- 
port, the new Walker Community, Coleville, and 
ends at the California-Nevada state line which bisects 
Topaz Lake. 


As you go northward on U. S. Highway 395, and 
leave Lee Vining and Mono Lake, you soon cross Con- 
way Summit, highest elevation on this north-south 
highway (elevation 8,138 feet). About five miles 
south of Bridgeport, there is a gravel road to the west 
which takes you into the Green Lakes Resort, Jay 
Pearce’s Pack Station, and to the nearby lakes and 
streams where excellent fishing usually prevails. It is 
about 10 miles from U. S. 395 to the termination of 
the road at the Green Lakes Resort where the eleva- 
tion is 9,150 feet. 


Continuing on northward, you pass the Willow 
Springs Resort and Trailer Park. Just as you come into 
the Town of Bridgeport, a road branches off north- 
easterly to the Bridgeport Reservoir and East Walker 
River, both of which provide excellent angling during 
the season. The reservoir, often termed “Bridgeport 
Lake” is probably the more famous and hundreds of 
fishermen each year make it a point of fishing this 
man-made body of water for the big Rainbows and

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Browns that are readily caught when the lake is “hot.” You can 
use your own boat; or you can rent one at Jim’s Boat Landing on 
the east shore of the reservoir. East Walker, a fine stream, 1s 
getting quite a reputation for producing large Brown Trout. 
There are plenty of these finny fellows, lurking in the holes, and 
there are smaller ones, too, in case you’re after a good mess of 
eating fish. 


The Town of Bridgeport, itself, has a friendly spirit and 
really sets out the welcome mat for the fisherman, hunter, and 
tourist. There are several good motels in town as well as two 
markets, two sporting goods 
stores, three restaurants, a bak- 
ery, service stations, garages, 
cocktail lounges, and other mis- 
cellaneous business ready to 
serve you. 


Bridgeport is also the coun- 
ty seat of Mono County—a 
rather sma! county in size, but 
one of the most important in 
the state as far as the sportsmen 
are concerned. The courthouse, 
built in 1882, is plainly notice- 
able on the right-hand side of 
the road as you pass northward. Many tourists stop to see it.

Many sportsmen are well acquainted with the Twin Lakes 
area which is reached by a good, plainly-marked road which 
branches to the left just as you leave town. On the road to Twin 
Lakes you pass the famous Hunewill Circle-H Ranch, quite 
popular with the sportsmen and their families, Bogard’s Camp, 
and the Buckeye Pack Station. On Lower Twin Lake (elevation 
7,092 feet) you'll find Crags Resort and on a little farther you'll 
come to Upper Twin Lake (elevation 7,096 feet) where you'll 
see Mono Village Resort and its nearby pack station. Fishing is 
usually quite good on both of these lakes and they certainly are 
among the most picturesque in the entire Inyo-Mono area. 


Back on Highway 395, you drive on northward to the Devil's 
Gate Pack Station and Fales Hot Springs. The latter, one of the 
oldest resorts in the region, has always been quite popular for 
its mineral baths and accommodations. At Sonora Junction you 
can turn westward on State Highway 108, if you wish, to reach 
Pickel Meadows, Leavitt Meadows Lodge and Leavitt Meadows 
Pack Station. This part of the highway, eastern terminus of the

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trans-Sierra highway from Sonora and other Central California 
points, is quite scenic. And it serves a fine group of back-country 
lakes and streams which provide excellent angling during the 
summer months. Probably the most popular lake in the area is 
Fremont; best known streams are Leavitt and Silver Creek. 


From Sonora Junction on northward U. S. Highway 395 
often parallels the West Walker River, a stream-fisherman’s 
paradise which extends northward to Topaz Lake. West Walker 
River is considered one of the really fine fishing streams in the 
West and the fact that it is so accessible by car makes it very 
popular with many anglers. Fishing on the river was especially 
good in 1954 and there is every indication that it will continue 
to produce during the 1955 season as it has been heavily planted 
and there is plenty of feed for the trout. 


Driving northward along U. S. 395, you pass Rancho Jan 
Karlos and the new Walker Community which has shown con- 
siderable growth during the past year. It now boasts resorts, ser- 
vice stations, general store, a speciality Indian handicrafts store, 
sporting goods store etc. Located in the center of good fishing on 
the West Walker and back-country lakes, it is also extremely 
popular during the deer hunting season. 


Coleville, as always, continues to attract the fishermen and 
hunters. It boasts three pack stations in its vicinity, general store, 
service stations, restaurants, and motels. Fishing is usually good 
on nearby West Walker River and the back-country lakes and 
this area is very popular with the duck and goose hunters in the 
winter as well as the deer and bear hunters during the fall season. 


North of Coleville, the anglers have their choice of fishing 
the West Walker River, back-country lakes and streams, or Topaz 
Lake. The latter, located partly in California and partly in Nev- 
ada, is stocked regularly by both states and some of the Rainbows 
and Cutthroats reach amazing proportions. When Topaz Lake is 
“hot,” anglers are likely to catch trout of almost any size. You 
can use your own boats; or they are available at some of the re- 
sorts in the area which include Kinzy’s, Palmer’s, and Pinky’s 
Topaz resorts as well as the spacious new Topaz Lodge just across 
the state line in Nevada. 
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often called “Bridgeport Lake,” gets 
a big play every year. There are lots of trout in the reservoir and 
some of them are big. Catches of 5-7 lb. Brownies or Rainbows 
are not uncommon and there are much bigger ones in this lake, 
too. When the Bridgeport Reservoir is “hot,” it is just as good 
fishing as there is anywhere in the High Sierra. In the picture 
above R. F. Andreini of Pacoima, California, is launching his 
new boat on the reservoir while his friends lend a helping hand.
